Buffalo Grove Pnrk District officials 


said Wednesday night they were con- 
cerned that a proposed shopping center 
nt Buffalo Grove nnd Dundee roads 
would cause flooding In an adjnccnt park 
site. 


Park officials who attended a plan 


commission hearing expressed concern 
that If part of a one-acre lake is filled in 
for the shopping center, the park proper* 


ty as well as nearby homes would experi- 
ence flooding. 


The plan commissioners told the devel- 


oper, William Simpson, of Barrington 
Hills, to settle the differences with the 
park district before the shopping center 
is considered. 


Simpson Is seeking permission to build 


a Kohl's supermarket nnd three or four 
other stores on four acres at the south* 


School, park districts may 
face higher water fees 


School and park districts, which have 


enjoyed reduced-rate sewer and water 
tnfMHi fees for public buildings in Buffalo 
Grove, may face higher connection 
charges. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 


Wednesday officials will study the cur- 
rent village ordinance nnd water system 
capacities to see if the charges generally 
waived for taxing bodies should be col* 
lectcd. 


"Our big concern Is what impact does 


tnc school and park district have on our 
vuter system." Larson acid. 


Public agencies whose buildings arc 


hooked Into the Buffalo Grave water and 
sc\vcr systems pay considerably less 
than owners of private property, Larson 
said, end aro usually charged only for 
water usage, tap-on fees and meter In- 
stallation. 


Taxing districts usually aro waived 


from paying improvement and expansion 
fees to accommodate extra use of the fa- 
cilities. 


Larson said the policy exists because 


residents who pay taxes to park and 
school districts might bo faced with 
higher bills if districts arc required to pay 
for Improvements as well. 


Concern has been raised, however, by 


Trustee Clarice Rcch. who said Buffalo 
Grove might have to pay burdensome ex- 
penses if tho village had to go great dis- 
tances lo hook up water and sewer facil- 
ities to a school or park. 


CURRENTLY WHEELING-BUFFALO 


Grove Dlst. 21, School Dlst. 90 and High 
School Dlst. 2U iwc village water and 
sewer facilities. 


Tho village also recently waived some 


$7,000 in fees to tho park district for its 
Raupp Memorial museum and commu- 
nity center project. 


Mrs. Rech said Wednesday most water 


nnd sewer charges could bo waived eas- 
ily when facilities aro built close to exist- 
ing lines, but said extending them to 
areas where there aro no nearby con- 
nections could be "too costly to the vil- 
lage." 


Neither Larson nor Mrs. Rcch would 


estimate how much they think taxing 
agencies should be asked to pay but Lar- 
son said it would bo only a small charge 
and probably would not cause additional 
tax burdens. Mrs. Rcch said a fee should 
be negotiable and tho village should con- 
tinue to have "special criteria for public 
agencies." 


TO PAY FOR system improvements, 


Larson said the village charges private 
developers $150 per unit for apartments 
and townhouscs and $200 for single-fami- 
ly houses and a $2,000 pcr-ncro charge 
for commercial and industrially devel- 
oped property. 


Revenues arc used for construction of 


new wells and reservoirs. 


"It's good to have public agencies 


working together but I'm looking to tho 
unusual caso where It's hard to connect. 


I'd rather have that negotiable rather 
than waiving fees regardless," Mrs. 
Rcch said. 


She said one reason for proposing the 


measure would be to avoid having to 
relinquish huge sums of connection and 
improvement fees to service the Harper 
Junior college campus, once proposed for 
the Happ farm, near Buffalo Grove ami 
part of its water and sewer system. 


Last year, consideration was being giv- 


en to building a campus on the farm and 
tho village would have been faced with 
c o n s i d e r a b l e expense if fees were 
waived, she said. 


Harper abandoned consideration of the 


Happ farm location In favor of a site In 
Arlington Heights. 


Larson sold however that taxing bodies 


that have already been waived fees 
would not be affected by any future re- 
quirements because the village board 
has already taken action on their request 
and It would be "after the fact."

would probably report back to the board 
In two weeks on possible changes in the 
ordinances.

the capacity of the proposed 275-car 
parking lot would adversely affect the 
smaller merchants hoping to open stores 
on the property. 


Simpson is hopeful of obtaining a build- 


Ing permit by March so the center can 
be opened later this year. He also is 
faced with a time obstacle because of 
state statutes prohibiting the village 
from considering annexation matters 
within a certain period before the April 
15 village election. 


All but a 45-foot strip of the property 


lies in Buffalo Grove. The strip will have 
to be annexed before the development 
can get under way. 


Crosland and Kiddle said they also 


were concerned about tho appearance of 
the .proposed stores because plans call 
for the rear of the supermarket to face to 
the park site. 


Plan Commission Chairman Carl Gen- 


rich told Simpson the engineering prob- 
lems would have to be resolved with the 
park district before recommendation can 
be made to the village board. 


Simpson said he plans to develop the 


property and rent space to Kohl's and 
the operator of the smaller stores. 


He indicated ho would be in contact 


with park officials, saying he was con- 
fident a suitable engineering design can 
be worked out.

came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills 


by BARRY SIGALE 


His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be In the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown Des Plaincs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


Just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to ploy in my own back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on.-Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that ho had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in Des Plaincs. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them far very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes in re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through 0 connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cosh or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even ;hough I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house." 
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A man who knows tells how to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert ... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Dobermon Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone.*1 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside. 
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4 plead guilty in truck-bribe conspiracy

Choldcn and Herbert L. Craig, both of 
Springfield — pleaded guilty to tho con- 
splrocy charge Jan. 6, along with former 
State Sen. Donald D. Carpentlcr, a Re- 
publican from Mollnc. 


The three also arc expected to testify 


for the government. 


EIGHT PERSONS, including six state 


legislators, have pleaded innocent in the 
citsc and will stand trial on charges of 
conspiracy, bribery and moll fraud. 


They are State Rep. Robert Craig, 


D-Danville; State Rep. Frank P. North 


Jr., R-Rockford; State Rep. John F. 
Wall, R-Chlcago; State Rep. Louis Ca- 
puzi, R-Chlcago; State Sen. Kenneth M. 
Course, R-Chlcago; State Sen. Jack E. 
Walker, R-Lanslng; Peter V. Poppas, a 
former legislative liaison, and Francis L. 
Sheahen of Highland Park, a former 
president of the Northern Illinois Ready 
Mix group.

WASHINGTON (UPD - 
President 


Ford asked Congress Wednesday for in- 
corao tax cuts to combat recession and 
for heavy taxes to make fuel costly — 
oven at tho risk of making Inflation 
worse. 


"I must say to you that the stale of the 


union Is nol good," Ford told a joint ses- 
sion of tho Houso and tho Senate, speak- 
ing gloomily In tho chamber where ho 
served for a quarter of a century. 


Ho set aside his anti-inflation progress 


to concentrate on ending the country's 
dependence on foreign oil by 1085 and to 
copo with the worst economic downturn 
since the Depression. 


Ho proposed $30 billion of new taxes on 


oil and natural gas and J22.S billion of 
permanent cuts In taxes paid by Individ- 
uals and corporations. His advisers said 
the fuel tax would add substantially to 
inflation. 


The Democratic-controlled 94th Con- 


gress applauded little and Democrats at- 
tacked Ford's ideas as likely to enhance 
Inflation and hurt tho poor. 


Many said rationing fuel would be less 


painful and more fair. Senate Democrat- 
ic 'Whip Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., called 
Ford's plan a "surrender to inflation." 
Gen. William Proxmlre, D-Wls., said, "It 
won't work and it won't get the support 
of Congress." 


Conservatives said they were dismayed 


by Ford's estimate of a total $75 billion 
deficit in the current and next fiscal 
years.

Saxbe tells of Nixon pressure

that tho White Houso tried to pressure him a year ago to 
Interfere with the Watergate Investigation by Special Prose- 
cutor Leon Jaworskl. "There were all kinds of suggestions 
that wo interfere with Jaworskl, that we do this and we do 
that," Saxbo snld. Ho added, "Wo were able to dodge those 
bullets."

Demonstrators march at White House 
Chanting "wo want Jobs," several thousand demonstrators 


attempted to circle the White House seven times Wednesday to 
protest President Ford's economic policies, but were stopped 
at midpoint by tho police. The marchers followed civil rights 
leader Rev. Jesse Jackson, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., and 
House delegate Waller Fauntroy. D-D.C. Jackson said 
Wednesday's demonstration is the first step in rebuilding tho 
civil rights coalition of the 1960s. 


Wholesale prices down in December 


Wholesale prices went down in December, but their overall 


1074 Increase of 20.0 per cent was tho biggest since President 
Harry Truman lifted wartime price controls 29 years ago. 
Bulk prices of grain, sugar, fresh and dried fruits and vege- 
tables, beef and eggs led the December price drop of 0.5 per 
cent — tho first monthly dip since October of 1073. But the 12- 
month rise for 1074 was the largest since the index jumped 
31.1 per cent In 1046.

Report Israeli boats, guerrillas battle 


Several Israeli gunboats and Palestinian guerrillas Wednes-

the permanent corporate tax rate, saving 
businesses $6 billion a year. 


• A rebate, to be paid half in May and 


half in September, of 12 per cent of taxes 
due on 1974 income. 


• Tax savings for businesses which ex- 


pand or modernize. The investment tax 
credit Ford proposed would enable firms 
to subtract from taxes owed 12 per cent 
of such outlays. 


• A tax credit of 15 per cent on the 


first $1,000 homeowners spend to insulate 
or buy storm windows. 


• A reduction to 5 per cent in July's 


cost of living Increase for 30 million 
recipients of Social Security. They other- 
wise would get a 12 per cent Increase. 


• A comparable reduction to 5 per 


cent in Increases la pay and pension for 
military and government workers. 


• A moratorium on new government 


spending programs and a cutback of $17 
billion in spending already authorized by 
law. 


Ford spoke 41 minutes and was inter- 


upted only a dozen times by applause. 


"The emphasis of our economic efforts 


must now shift from inflation to jobs," 
he said. He asked Congress to seize "an 
historic opportunity" and make it "one 
of the great creative moments in our his- 
tory." 


But Democrats expressed skepticism 


about many of Ford's proposals — es- 
pecially his plan to restrict consumption 
of fuel through a drastic increase in 
price. Generally, they welcomed the pro- 
posal to cut taxes but called it too gener- 
ous to the rich. Conservatives in Ford's 
Republican party expressed grave mis- 
givings about his projected deficit of $75 
billion In the current and next fiscal 
years. 


Ford's economic coordinator L. Wil- 


liam Seldman, said the President's pro- 
gram would add $55 billion to the cost of 
fuel and of products made from it and 
would add 2 per cent to the cost of living 
— making likely a second consecutive 
year of double-digit inflation in 1975. 


The President said he would Impose a 


$1 tariff on each barrel of imported oil on 
Feb. 1, rising to $2 on March 1 and pos- 
sibly to $3 on April 1. In the meantime, 
he asked Congress to impose a $2 excise 
tax on all domestic oil and on Imported 
oil, making the tariff unnecessary. Every 
barrel of oil yields 42 gallons of gasoline, 
so the tax alone would add a nickel to 
the price of a gallon of gasoline. 


In addition, he asked Congress to de- 


control natural gas prices, allowing the 


price to soar, and he sought a law requir- 
ing state regulators to permit utilities to 
pass along higher costs to consumers. 


Frank Zarb, head of the Federal Ener- 


gy Administration, said all this would 
add 10 cents to a gallon of gasoline, but 
other administration economists esti- 
mated the higher cost at 15 cents or so. 
Other fuels — and electrlcty — would 
rise proportionately. 


Seidman said the amount the average 


family spends for gasoline, electricity and 
home heating fuel would rise from $950 
to $1,200 — an Increase of over 25 per 
cent 


To help the poor meet these costs, 


Ford proposed the expenditure of $2 bil- 
lion for those so poor they pay no federal 
income taxes. Payments of $80 per adult 
would be made to those adults over 18 in 
that category. 


Ford advocated $10 billion in tax relief 


for business. Of that, $6 billion would 
come in a reduction of the corporate in- 
come tax rate from 48 to 42 per cent and 
$4 billion from an increase In the in- 
vestment tax credit from its present 10 
per cent to 12 per cent. This would allow 
firms and farmers to subtract from taxes 
12 per cent of what they spend to expand 
or modernize. 


However, oil firms would be subject to 


a new tax on windfall profits to prevent 
them from profiting from the nation's 
energy troubles. 


In addition, Ford proposed a law re- 


quiring new buildings throughout the 
country meet new heat efficiency stan- 
dards and federal subsidies to the poor to 
help them insulate their homes.

Oil refineries face strikes 


DENVER (UPI) - The Oil, Chemical 


and Atomic Workers Union set strike 
deadlines Wednesday against Mobil, Te- 
xaco and American Oil Co., refineries. 
Union officials said 8,700 workers would 
leave their jobs unless they received 28.6 
per cent wage increases. 


OCAW officials said other major oil 


companies would also soon face strikes if 
they did not match the 28.6 per cent in- 
crease the union negotiated with Gulf Oil 
Corp. • ' 


A. F. Grospiron, president of the 60,000 


member union, said Its 4,700 members at 
AMOCO refineries In nine states would 
strike at midnight local time Wednesday 
if the firm did not match the Gulf pact 


He said the deadline at Mobil's Beau- 


mont, Tex., refinery was set for 12 noon 
Thursday and Texaco was given until 2 
p.m. Thursday. 


OCAW also. said settlement was 


reached late Wednesday with the Total 
Leonard Inc., refinery at Alma, Mich. 
Grospiron said the pact "conformed with 
that set by Gulf Jan.-10." 


"There is no progress being made In 


negotiations,"" said Grospiron. "They 
(AMOCO) have nol come up to.the pat- 
tern set by the Gulf settlement. We feel 
there has been some stalling on the part 
of the Texaco company." 
. 


He said that OCAW was demanding 


new two-year contracts containing wage 
hikes equivalent to the 26.8 per cent in- 
creases agreed on last week by Gulf for 


the 4,700 AMOCO workers and 2,460 
union members employed by Texaco. 


"Texaco has had more than adequate 


time to make an acceptable offer," said 
Grospiron. 


He said existing contracts with 


AMOCO and Texaco ran out at midnight 
Jan. 6 and had covered union workers in 
Wyoming, Utah, Texas, Missouri, North 


Dakota, Iowa, Idaho, Minnesota, Illinois, 
New Jerey and Washington. 


The Gulf settiement ended a threat of 


an OCAW strike against specific refi- 
neries throughout the - nation and the 
union said the contract was a master 
plan for subsequent agreements. OCAW 
also said the Gulf contract was not in- 
flationary and would not raise prices. 


Leader Thomas P. O'Neill had recom- 
mended automatic renomination of all 
chairmen. But the committee brushed 
aside their wishes and demonstrated that 
the 94th Congress may indeed be a diffi- 
cult body to control. 


Hays is. one of the most powerful and 


feared men in Congress because his pan- 
el decides how much each committee 
will get to operate, as well as individual 
members' office and staff allowances. 


Elsewhere in Washington yesterday, 


While House officials indicated President 
Ford had decided to drop William Simon 
as treasury secretary, but a spokesman 
said Simon had no intention of resigning. 


White House sources said Simon lost 


out as one of Ford's chief economic ad- 
visers when the President ignored his 
counsel and abandoned efforts to fight in- 
flation and balance the budget in favor of 
concentrating on the nation's recession. 


A spokesman said, Simon has indicated 


repeatedly he would stay as long as the 
President wanted him, and the President 
has given no indication that he does not 
want him to stay. 


CIA set up counter-intelligence unit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - CIA director 


William E. Colby Wednesday acknowl- 
edged for the first time that the spy 
agency set up a counter-intelligence unit 
in 1967 which gathered files on 10,000 
American citizens, but denied that the 
activity was illegal. 


In testimony before a Senate Appro- 


priations subcommittee, Colby also dis- 
closed that a longstanding CIA source in- 
formed the agency in 1971 and 1972 of an 
alleged plot to kill former Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew and kidnap former CIA 
Director Richard Helms. 


This resulted in the CIA carrying out 


"physical surveillance in two American 
cities" after alerting both the FBI and 
Secret Service, Colby said. 


Colby denied that any such activity 


could be classified as illegal domestic in- 


telligence gathering, saying that all cur- 
rent CIA activities are within the limits 
of Its charter. 


Colby said that on August 15, 1967 the 


CIA established a counter-intelligence of- 
fice "to look into the possibility of for- 
eign links to American dissident ele- 
ments." The program was ended in 
March, 1974. 


"In the course of this program," Colby 


said, "files were established on about 
10,000 citizens in the counter intelligence 
unit." 


Colby gave a 45-page statement to the 


subcommittee acknowledging that the 
CIA has made some mistakes. But he 
said any mistakes were infrequent and 
stemmed from a misconception of the ex- 
tent of its charter. 


In his statement, Colby also: 


• Said a CIA review showed that the 


agency tapped the telephones of 21 U.S. 
residents between 1951 and 1965 but none 
thereafter. 


• Revealed the CIA had operated a 


program to open selected mail between 
the United States and two Communist 
countries between 1953 and 1973. 


On the plot to kill Agnew, Colby said: 
"Also in 1971 and '72, a longstanding 


CIA source — a foreigner visiting in the 
U.S. — told us of a plot to kill the vice 
president and kidnap the CIA director. 


"We alerted the Secret Service and the 


FBI and we carried out physical surveil- 
lance in two American cities. The sur- 
veillance came to involve Americans 
who were thought to be part of the plot 
and the mail of one suspect was opened 
and read."

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Judge asks probe of restrictions on James Stavros 


by JOE FRANZ 


A federal judge ordered the U.S. Attor- 


ney's office Wednesday to determine if a 
restricted-prisoner status hns been as- 
signed to convicted Wheeling political 
boss .lames Stavros. 


U.S. 
District Court Judge Hubert L. 


Will ordered the action after hearing ar- 
guments on a motion filed by Stavros' 
attorney, Joel Murray. The motion 
chargei (hat Stavroi has been denied 
furloughs from prison and probably will 
not receive an early parole because he 
has been placed in a restricted status. 


"Tliorc Is no reason to believe he 


(Slavros) should be In such a classifica- 
tion," the Judge said. "If prejudice is 
being cxorcltctl and this man has been 
placed In a special class, I'm going to do 
something about it." 


FOLLOWING THE remarks, the judge 


ordered Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven J. 
Kadlson to find out if Stavros has been 
pineal in n restricted class. lie said ho 
expects tin answer by Friday when other 
aspects of the motion will bo considered. 


Murray's 
motion also charges that 


Stavros is not receiving proper treatment 
for medical problems. 


Before the judge gave the order, Kadl- 


son showed the. court a teletype message 
from Warden Lawrence Grossman of the 
federal prison In Lexington, Ky., where 
Stavros Is serving a four-year sentence. 
The message said Stavros is not desig- 
nated as a "special offender." 


Judge Will, however, said he wants to 


find out if any other restrictions have 
been put on Stavros. 


A spokesman for the Federal Bureau 


of Prisons in Washington D.C. recently 
told The Herald a "special offender" 
usually Is a person who cither poses a se- 
curity risk, has a prior prison record, is 
a witness In an upcoming trial, is linked 
to organized crime or is awaiting trial on 
state charges.

Murray said he has been told by a con- 


fidential source that Stavros has been 
designated as a restricted prisoner and 
charges in the motion that this is a viola- 
tion of the conditions under which his 
client pleaded guilty. 


Kadlson said the U.S. Attorney's office 


only agreed not to seek a restricted 
classification for Stavros, but never 
guaranteed that it would not happen. 


At that point, Judge Will said to Kadi- 


son, "I don't know why you're uptight 
about that. I think that as a responsible 
public official you WP Id take steps to 
check into this. 


"MY CONSCIENCE wouldn't let me sit 


back and let that happen," the judge 
continued. "I would think you'd have a 
moral obligation to do something about it 
since you told him you wouldn't ask that 
he be placed in a restricted class." 


Judge Will said his main concern is that 


Stavros may have been unjustly placed 
in a restricted status, and ohat he is not 
concerned with the plea agreement. 


"That's past. All I want to find out is if 


some restriction has been placed on him 
as an inmate," the judge said. "I don't 
think he should get special treatment, 
but he also should not be treated prej- 
udicially." 


Murray specifically charges in the mo- 


tion that Stavros was denied a furlough 
over the Christmas holidays because of 
his alleged restricted status. 


JUDGE WILL, however, said he has 


been informed by prison officials that he 
was not granted a furlough because he 
has not been in the Lexington prison the 


required six months, Stavros also was 
not eligible, the judge said, because a fur- 
lough was granted to him in November 
at the time of his transfer from the fed- 
eral prison in Sandstone, Minn. 


"On the basis of normal prison policy 


he was not eligible for furlough," Judge 
Will said. "He was not deprived of some- 
thing he would have normally gotten." 


The judge said, however, that he Is con- 


cerned because Stavros apparently was 
erroneously informed by someone at the 
prison that he would be eligible for a fur- 
lough. He said that is one of the reasons 
he has ordered the U.S. Attorney's office 
to investigate Stavros' prison classifica- 
tion. 


Murray said Stavros' medical condition 


is deteriorating and a furlough would al- 
low his client to see his personal physi- 
cian. Prison officials have said, however, 
that Stavros is receiving proper medical 
attention at the facility. 


IN THE MOTION, Murray further 


charges that prison physicians have re- 
fused to give Stavros information on his 
medical condition. "I can't understand 
why we don't have some more complete 
information on his medical condition," 
he told the judge. 


Stavros, who has been in prison since 


last June, was transferred to the Lexing- 
ton facility because of a back problem 
and chronic sinus condition. Officials 
said he would get better medical atten- 
tion at the Lexington prison. 


Murray told the court that Stavros is 


now suffering from a severe bladder 
problem. 


Murray said Stavros fears that be- 


cause of the motion before the court, fed- 
eral officials may punish him by trans- 
ferring him from Lexington, a minimum 
security prison, to a maximum security 
facility. In the motion, he asks Judge 
Will to prohibit the government from 
transferring his client. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committceman, was among 
six Wheeling and Cook County officials 
indicted by a federal grand jury last 
J a n u a r y following a year-long in- 
vestigation into corruption in Wheeling.

Union to oppose tenure law change

The Illinois Education Assn. will op- 


POM legislation to chnngo tho state's 
teacher tenure law to mako It easier for 
school officials to fire Incompetent teach- 
ers. 


Curtis Plott, executive director of the 


1EA, the state's largest teachers' union, 
said Wednesday that the legislation pro- 
posed by Stole ficp. Donald Dcuster, 
R-Mundeleln, would make teachers "po- 
litical patronage pawns" to bo hired and 
fired whenever school boards change 
composition. 


In reply, Dcuster branded the IEA po- 


sition as "Irresponsible" and said, "I 
want to join the union in debate and 
show that the union position cannot be 
supported." 


DEUSTEfl'S DILL, which ho has In- 


troduced Into tills legislative session, 
would provide that teachers bo given ten- 
ure for five years at a time and would be 
evaluated each year. At tho end of each 
five-year period, a teacher would receive 
an overall evaluation and, If his work 
was unsatisfactory, bo given one year to 
correct his faults or face dismissal. 


The bill also would require local school 


districts to draw up evaluation systems 
with Input from teachers tind would glvo 
school administrators tho right to a hear- 
ing before a school board before they 
could be demoted. The bill also would 
extend from two to three years the length 
of time a beginning teacher would have 
to work In a district before receiving ten- 
ure. 


Plott said Illinois' original tenure law, 


passed In tho early IWOs, was designed 
to glvo teachers academic freedom and 
to ensure that teachers could not be 
hired or fired at tho whim of school 


boards. All Douster's bill would do, Plott 
said, "Is every fifth year submit the 
teachers to that some old political pa- 
tronage system." 


Plott sold he doubted the value of the 


provision in the bill requiring teacher in- 
put Into evaluation systems." I see lota 
of school boards and administrations that 
would say they were going to Involve 
teachers and then put two teachers on a 
committee. Their interpretation and our 
interpretation of Involvement would be 
very different," lie said. 


PLOTT ALSO SAID it is not true that 


tho present tenure law, which calls for 
bearings for teachers and proof that a 
teacher is Incompetent or unfit to teach 
before dismissal, makes it impossible to 
fire tenured teachers. "It's just absolute 
foolishness to say (school districts) can't 
dismiss teachers under the present low," 
he said. "The reversals we win In court 
on behalf of dismissed tenured teachers 
are because administrators do an In- 
adequate job of evaluating teachers under 
tho present law." 


Dcuster said the IEA reaction to his 


bill "must mean I've gotten them fright- 
ened a little bit." He said that nothing in 
tho bill would Involve teachers in patron- 
age, but would provide "more protec- 
tions for teachers than they have now." 


He said that after discussing his plan 


with teachers lie plans to amend his bill 
to guarantee that teachers could file 
grievances if they thought their annual 
evaluation Is unfair. In addition, he said, 
the bill provides that "after fivo years of 
Inferior performance, tho teacher still 
would be given one year to remedy his 
deficiencies." If tho teacher was then 
dismissed, he said, he would be entitled 
to all tho hearings a dismissed teacher Is 


now entitled. 


Deuster said the IEA opposition to the 


bill "will stiffen the battle" to get it 
passed, but he said "I wanted to start 
the debate on this proposal very early 
because I think I can show the union po- 
sition Is Irresponsible." He said he has 
received Inquiries about his proposal 
from as far away as California and has 
been meeting with teachers and other

PEP leader hits Ford's call for more nuclear plants

President Ford's energy-development 


proposals outlined Wednesday before 
Congress could lead to energy devel- 
opment at tho expense of environmental 
considerations. 


That Is tho opinion of Catherine Qulgg, 


n vlco president of the Palatine-based 
Pollution and Environmental Problems 
organization. 


Of the President's proposed boost In 


development of nuclear power plants, 
Mrs. Qulgg said, "I wonder If he's given 
consideration to tho hazards of nuclear 
power, or If he's so concerned about tho 
economy that he's overlooking tho real 
problems." 


Tho development of alternative power 


sources such as geothcrmnl and solar 
energy may bo sidelined by the Presi- 
dent's proposals, she said. "I'm wonder* 
ing In tho long run If this won't bo his 
Watergate, without taking proper consid- 
eration of environmental safety." 


Ann Fisher of Arlington Heights, con- 


servation chairman for tho Great Lakes 
Chapter of tho Sierra Club, said the Ford 
plan to tap outer continental-shelf petro- 
leum reserves and construction of new 
nuclear energy plants would increase en- 
vironmental hazards. "It sounds like a 
continuation of Project Independence, 
ripping off every natural resource," she 
said. Mrs. Fisher said energy con- 
servation should play a greater role In 
tho national strategy. 


President Ford's plan to Increase ener- 


gy resources In the U.S. also Includes 
deregulation of new natural gas supply 
prices, opening of properties In Elk Hills, 
Calif., and Alaska for petroleum re- 
s o u r c e development, extended In- 
vestment tax credit for utilities and tax 
credit for homeowners who install In- 
sulation and storm windows. Construc- 
tion of new nuclear power plants, coal- 
fired power plants, oil refineries, syn- 
thetic fuel plants and coal mining oper- 
ations is featured In tho President's pro- 
pojal.

State EPA to crack down 


In an effort to curb the 10.5 million 


tons of pollutants spewed into Illinois air 


each year, the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency has Initiated a new 
enforcement program against Industries 
that emit pollutants without required 
agency permits. Richard Bric«land, state 
EPA director, said his agency recently 
began taking legal action against facil- 
ities operating without permits that 
emit at least 100 tons of specified pollu- 
tants per year. 


"Wo concentrated at first on larger 


polluters. Now that we have the money, 
wo will seek out and take legal action 
against the smaller sources also," Brice- 
land said. "We estimate that of the 19,000 
sources that emit,pollutants per year, 
9,000 don't have permits." Briceland 
urged industries that operate without re- 
quired EPA permits to contact his office.

reau of Outdoor Recreation of a 
$1,126,500 Land and Water Conservation 
Fund grant to help the DuPage County 
Forest Preserve District acquire 173 
acres of land adjacent to the Hcrrick 
Lake Forest Preserve. James Watt, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion, said the project is an "example of 
federal, state and local cooperation to 
preserve valuable recreational open 
space close to a major metropolitan 
area." The 173-acre site, located 30 miles 
from Chicago, features glacial kettle 
ponds, black walnut trees and prairie 
grassland.

Athletic points 
scored by girls 


The Increase in high school wom- 


en's athletics is going to require 
many adjustments in thinking, pol- 
icies and budgets in the next few 
years and we hope school officials 
and athletes use perspective in 
considering the changes. 


Within the past week both High 


School Dists. 214 and 211 adopted 
policies which provide for "sepa- 
rate but equal" sports programs 
for boys and girls. Under the pol- 
icies boys will be excluded from 
women's teams in some fields, in- 
cluding badminton and archery, 
and separate teams will be set up 
In other sports. 


The policies directly address the 


danger that boys might dominate 
girls teams if they arc allowed to 
compete. As such they seem to be 
sensible, even though some individ- 
uals, like the boy who wants to 
take part In archery, may be pe- 
nalized. 


However, it is Important to re- 


member that other problems will 
occur as girl's and women's sports 
are increased in high schools and 
colleges. 


Proposed guidelines on eliminat- 


ing sex discrimination In schools, 
for example, call on schools to give 
women and men equal access to 
facilities — something that will be 
a problem when a school has only 
one gymnasium and must schedule 
an increased number of teams into 
it. 


The increase In women's sports 


will also put strains on budgets. Al- 
though the federal 
guidelines, 


which have been criticized for not 
being tough enough, do not require 
"equal aggregate expenditures" 
for women and men, all schools 
will face 
increased 
costs 
for 


coaches and equipment as the 
number of women's sports in- 
crease. 


The goal of providing increased 


athletic opportunities for women is 
an important one — and one that 
requires us to undergo the tem- 
porary disruption of old habits that 
may result. But it is also important 
for school officials and women to 
remember that the problems in- 
volved in remedying past dis- 
crimination will not be solved over- 
night. 


The question of whether schools 


may want to rethink their empha- 
sis of all athletics will have to be 
considered eventually. It, is often 
said by critics of Interschool athlet- 
ics that the more glamorous sports 
with relatively few participants 
overshadow other, less exciting 
s p o r t s . As women's athletics 
create changes in athletic pro. 
grams, some schools may find that 
it is time to review that criticism 
and, perhaps, to downplay some 
sports. 


The most important clement to 


be brought to the issue, however, is 
common sense. It is important to 
keep a sense of perspective in this 
question — and to assure fair play 
for everyone, boy or girl. 


Hie right-turn debate 


The rlght-turn-on-rcd law, now 


slightly more than a year old, 
should not be discarded because of 
opposition from the City of Chi- 
cago. 


The law, which permits a driver 


to make a right turn on a red light 
after coming to a complete stop, 
has saved all of us time and gaso- 
line, for motorists are no longer re- 
quired to wait on red if they can 
make n safe right turn. 


Opposition to the law reportedly 


Is increasing in Chicago, which has 
doubled the number of "no right 
turn on red" signs since the law 
went into effect. 


But the installation of those signs 


is the safety valve Included in the 
law to prevent accidents at hazard- 
ous intersections; Chicago should 
continue to post those signs and 
forget about opposition to a law 


which has proved to be sensible 
and workable on a state-wide 
basis. 


As with any traffic law, there are 


always abusers. There are the mo- 
torists who narrowly miss mow- 
ing down innocent pedestrians, as 
the motorists dart hastily into traf- 
fic on a red light. There are always 
those Impatient drivers who pound 
on their horns and try to get you, 
the safe and courteous driver, to 
dart unwisely into traffic on a red 
light. 


But under the new law the acci- 


dent rate has declined, and all of 
us have been able to save a bit of 
gasoline while reaching our desti- 
nation a bit sooner than before. In 
short, there's no compelling argu- 
ment for discarding the right-turn- 
on-red law, for it's proved to be a 
worthwhile law.

Paradox of oil and jets-for-Arabia

Disclosure that the United States is 


selling $786 million worth of Jet fighters 
to Saudi Arabia was notable for its para- 
doxical timing. 


The announcement came a week to the 


day after the controversial magazine in- 
terview in which Secretary of State Kis- 
singer broached the possibility of using 
military force against Middle East oil 
producers. 


Unless the wells have run dry over- 


night, Saudi Arabia is one of the leading 
Middle East oil producers. Which has 
prompted some observers to speculate 
that we may be selling them jets to de- 
fend themselves against us. 


But, thank God, I don't have a cynical 


bone in my beautiful body. I always as- 
sume the officials in charge of these 
matters know what they are doing. 


In this instance my assumption Is that

jets-for-Arabla transaction took 


shape as follows:

"Gentlemen, you all know that Arab oil 


prices are eating us up. We must find a 
way to reduce our balance-of-payments 
deficit. Any suggestions?" 


Ash of OMB raises his hand. "I'm just 


thinking off the top of my head, but why 
couldn't we even things up by selling 
some of our goods to the Arabs at inflat- 
. ed prices?" 


"Good idea," Ford of the White House 


comments. "What do we have in abun- 
1 dance that is costly enough to offset the 
oil payment drain?" 


"Automobiles," replies Simon of Trea- 


• sury. "We've got unsold cars running out 
the gazootic." 


Kissinger of State shakes his head. "It 


won't wash. All of the Middle East petro- 
leum potentates already own several 
fleets of Cadillacs." 


"How about selling them some of our 


fighter planes?" suggests Schlesinger of 
Defense. "T-5 jets are now bringing 
about $2.7 million apiece. A few squad- 
rons of those babies would go a long 
way toward fixing up our trade deficit." 


Again Kissinger shakes his head. 


"That's fine in theory, but thanks to my 
peace efforts in the Middle East the 
Arabs no longer feel threatened by Is- 
rael.

Success came at the moment when 


Rep. Gerald Shea, D-Chicago, Mayor 
Richard Daley's alter ego in the House, 
rose in a Democratic caucus, after 41 
ballots, and announced that he was 
switching his vote to Rep. William A. 
Redmond, D-Benscnville. 


That signalled the end of the Demo- 


cratic leadership role of Rep. Clyde 
Choatc of Anna, which began under the 
patrongc of Powell and endured for 18 
years. 


With former Republican Speaker W. 


Robert Blair of Park Forest turned out 
of office by the voters, Democratic Lead- 
er Choate became the embodiment of the 
closed-door style of politics which had 
been practiced by the coalition of Choate, 
Daley Democrats and Blair Republicans. 


RESEiNTMENT AGAINST that style of 


political manipulation had been building 
for years. It was seen in both parties in 
1972, when Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman 
of Arlington Heights and Rep. John 
Hirschfeld of Champaign led an unsuc- 
cessful battle against Blair's reelection 
as speaker; while Rep. Harold A. Katz of 
Glencoc and Rep. Eugenia Chapman of 
Arlington Heights tried unsuccessfully to 
topple Choate as minority leader. 


Then, as in prior years, both Blair and 


Choate overcame their opposition with 
promises and political trades — several 
of which were never honored — and went 
back to business at the same old pop 
stand. 


It was the failure of Choate and the Da- 


ley Democrats to grasp at the outset the 
depth of determination of the rebels 
which forecast Choate's downfall. Had 
the insurgency been recognized in its for- 
mative stages as a genuine bid for up- 
grading of the Illinois House, the power 
brokers might have taken sufficient steps 
t o w a r d reform to dilute the dis- 
satisfaction among the rank and file. 


KATZ DESCRIBED the first two and 


a half days of balloting, during which 
Choate clung to the leading position but 
never significantly improved his vote to- 
tal, as the "educational stage." It took 41 
ballots to get the message through to the 
Choate camp that he was through as 
speaker. 


The rebels may now be forced to re- 


treat to a candidate not of their original 
choice, of course. The success of the 
revolution then would be a matter of 
degree. 


But whether the victory has become to- 


tal or partial, the longest struggle for the 
speakership in the state's history may 
have become not the biggest waste o£ 
time, but the best investment of effort in 
the usually dilatory General Assembly.

Like its structure of government, 


American presidential politics can bo 
perceived as a system of balances, a 
kind of sec-saw on which issues and per- 
sonalities rise and fall in the choosing of 
national leadership. 


There are, of course, both issues and 


personalities Involved in every presiden- 
tial election, but one or (ho other usually 
has the dominant role. 


Thus, Franklin D. Roosevelt was elect- 


ed as an issue president In 1932, but was 
reclectcd three times largely on the 
strength of his personal appeal to the 
electorate. Harry S. Truman, Dwight D. 
Elsenhower and John F. Kennedy were 
personality presidents, each making 
stronger impacts on the voters than the 
platforms on which they ran. 


THE CYCLE OF personality presidents 


ran so long, in fact, that some political 
observers predicted that the presidency 
has been permanently altered, becoming 
an office to bo held by politicians whose 
specific policies were secondary to their 
ability to sell themselves to the public. 


And from (his theory flowed a spate of 


dire predictions that national leadership 
was rapidly becoming a contest of pleas- 
Ing pcrsonalHIei, with the candidate who 
could hire the best television makeup 
artist and cleverest public relations 
agent sure to win. 


But personality cult theory falls down 


when Lyndon B. Johnson and Richard M. 
Nixon arrived on the scene. Despite their 
own Illusions, neither really captured the 
public fancy, and it seems more likely 
that each was elected primarily because 
the voters wanted nothing to do with the 
policies and programs advanced by their 
opponents, 
•

•SO, WHILE ISSUE presidents In the 
past generally were elected to make cer- 
tain things happen that the voters want- 
ed, Johnson and Nixon were chosen to 
keep specific things from happening,— a 
Goldwatcr turn to the right, a McGovern 
swing to the left. 


If there is a cycle working here, It 


would seem that the 1976 election will 
select an Issue president. Gerald R. Ford 
already has demonstrated that he does 
not possess the charismatic appeal that 
will pull voters either to the polls or to 
the candidates he supports. 


And the Democrats. In the long and 


growing list of aspirants for their 1976 
nomination, simply do not have anyone 
who stands out above all the others in 
personality appeal. 


There Is more than the absence of 


strong personalities to support the hy- 
pothesis that issues will be the key to the 
next election. Both parties are deeply 
concerned about the continued increase 
of independent political Identification by 
American voters. To blame this trend on 
single episodes such as Watergate is to 
overlook the fact that it began long be- 
fore and from the movement away from

the two parties roughly cpincid»s with 
the rise of so-called "mainstream" or 
"consensus" politics in both. 


THE FAMOUS George Wallace line — 


"There ain't a dime's worth of differ- 
ence" between the Democrats and Re- 
publicans. — Illustrates the situation. 
And there already has been some reac- 
tion to it: Democratic reformers are de- 
manding more grass roots input into par- 
ty positions on public issues, and Re- 
publican leaders are publicly casting 
about for ways to impress GOP prin- 
ciples on voters. 


It would not be surprising to see the 


rank and file in both parties begin to in- 
sist on clear, firm and contrasting party 
positions on all issues which present al- 
ternatives. It may just be that the voters 
will soon have no trouble at all telling 
the difference between the political par- 
ties.

must they be burned? 


A fascinating way to judge the faith public officials have In 


tho public Is to watch their reaction when asked to make 
something public that has previously l>ccn private. 


And a particularly good recent example Is the reaction of 


many school officials around the nation to U.S. Sen. Jumcs 
Buckley's, C-N.Y., law that gives parents and college stu- 
dents the right to inspect their school flics. 


In some places school officials Immediately ran out and 


burned flics because they wcro afraid of what might happen 
If parents saw them. In other places they simply looked ner- 
vous end hoped no one would ask for anything. 


Burning records might seem suspicious, but actually It Is 


not contrary to the Intent of Buckley's law, which is to pre- 
vent scliool officials from making careless derogatory state- 
ments about n student which will then follow the child 
through his years of scliool. If any records containing that 
kind of Information simply disappears from tho flics, ono goal 
of the law IUH been accomplished. 


ANOTHER REACTION also has surfaced In some cases, 


however, and that Is an amazing kind of "caution" that some 
officials are displaying In what they will or will not release. 


At Harper College, officials have said they will obey tho 


law, but at n recent meeting the student member on tho 
college board couldn't get an answer about whether reports 
written by the campus security department would bo open to 
students. The college's vlco president suggested that "a stu- 
dent challenge us" to find out what was open and implied that 
officials would release a report If It was "appropriate" that a 
student sec it. 


That attitude, which I'm sure will surface again in other 


places, Lt the kind that suggests that Buckley was on the right 
track In his law. The Important thing about the law is that it 
gives anyone Interested hi school records something to lean 
on when they "challenge" a school official about records.

THE WORD "referendum" In recent years has not been 


popular to educators. Tho reason is that many officials be- 
lieve that any referendum for cither buildings or tax increas- 
es would be defeated by lax weary voters. 


Some figures recently released by the U.S. Office of Educa- 


tion, however, seem to Indicate that the prospects for referen- 
da aren't nearly as bleak as some may think. 


During 1072-73 (the latest year for which numbers arc avail- 


able) 63 per cent of bond issues offered to tho voters in 
Illinois were successful. The national average was 56 5 per 
cent. 


That proves that voters aren't saying no to all school refer- 


enda. In addition, the recent approval by voters In High 
School Dist. 211 of a referendum to provide money to improve 
alt schools, shows that things aren't completely bleak. 


Don't expect everyone to run right out and have a referen- 


dum, however. Nobody wants to bo one of the 35 per cent who 
lose.

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Otto Kerner loses bid for parole 


Former Gov. Otto Kerner was denied 


parole Wednesday by a U.S. Parole 
Board meeting in Kansas City. 


Kerner, serving a three-year sentence 


at tho federal Correctional Institution at 
Lexington, Ky., was convicted of bribery, 
mall fraud, tax evasion, perjury and con- 
spiracy in connection with a racetrack 
stock bribe. 


Kerner will again be eligible to seek 


parole in January 1976, unless he appeals 
Wednesday's decision. 


The 66-year-old former governor was a 


federal appeals court judge before his 
conviction in connection with Influencing 
racing dates in 1966. 


Seating right* upheld 


The U.S. Supremo Court Wednesday 


upheld the 1372 Democratic convention's 
right to scat Chicago Aid. William Sing- 
er's delegation as representatives from 
Illinois. 


Singer hailed tho decision as "a victory 


for open participation In political nf- 
fairs" and another blow at "the political 
bosses of old." 


Singer and 01 others were threatened 


Illinois briefs 


with contempt In taking possession of 
disputed scats in the Illinois delegation 
at the 1072 convention. Singer's group 
successfully unseated another group led 
by Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


The Supreme Court ruling was that a 


national political party rather than state 
law has the right to determine who will 
be seated at its political convention. 


Support for dam caves in 


University of Illinois trustees Wednes- 


day voted to withdraw support for the 
controversial Oakley dam project on 
grounds it would cause damage to Allcr- 
ton Park and the school's farms. 


Tho university trustees joined environ- 


mentalists and farmers In opposing the 
dam because it would remove more than 
23,000 acres of farm land from produc- 
tion and would destroy unique plant life 
in Allcrton Park. 


The dam, which would create a reser- 


voir north of Decatur, is planned to pro- 
vide a city water supply and recreational 
woterways'for the city of Decatur. 


Fertilizer cost on rise 


Higher oil taxes will mean an increase 


in petroleum products available for the 
production of nitrogen fertilizer, but the 
cost of the fertilizer will be up at least 
$23 a ton by spring, the Illinois agricul- 
ture director said Wednesday. 


Robert (Pud) Williams said farmers 


will be forced to continue to pay the cost 
of fertilizer anyway in order to raise 
corn.

Children's Home in Carmi has been 
charged with theft after his Aug. 31 dis- 
appearance with a $500 check donated to 
the home. 


Arraigned Tuesday was James E. 


Pnynter, who allegedly stole the check 
from the estate of Phoebe Stuttwig of 
Vandalia. Paynter entered a plea of in- 
nocent to tho charge. 


Tax money earns $29.9 million interest 


Interest on Cook County taxpayers' 


money earned a record $29.0 million In 
fiscal 1974, said Treasurer Edward Rose- 
well. 


The treasurer's office also collected an 


additional $4.3 million In penalties and 
Interest on delinquent taxes. Roscwcll 
said tho total of $34 million In Interest 
and penalties amounts to a $6 income for 
every man, woman and child in Cook 
County. 


The county earned only $10 million in 


Interest in 1973 and $9.7 million in 1972, 
Rosowoll said. He attributed the high to- 
tal for 1974 to a larger amount of cash 
reserves held by the treasurer and to 
high Interest rates on accounts. 


All Investments made by the treas- 


urer's office will be reviewed by a "blue 
ribbon committee" of hankers, business- 
men and community leaders, Rosowoll 
said.

wives seeks a restraining order to prohi- 
bit further grants to the CTA and to re- 
quire repayment of $16 million already 
awarded. 


A $9.3 million grant already approved 


by the RTA board has been held up be- 
cause of a provision In the RTA law re- 
quiring a $5 million donation promise 
from local units of government before 
CTA grants can be awarded. 


RTA board members said they had 


technically violated the law when they 
made the first grant, but it was through 
an oversight by the board and the board 
attorneys. Cook County board already has 
approved a donation of $2 million, and 
the City of Chicago is prepared to pro- 
vide the final $3 million for this fiscal 
year.

Society of Interior Designers) who de- 
signed tho eight now room settings un- 
veiled at tho American Mart during this 
winter's market selected their furnish- 
ings from the medium price range. All 
arc for apartment living. 


The rooms, additions to American 


Mart's designer room complex of seven 
rooms opened for tho 1074 summer mar- 
ket. Include a New England kitchen, an 
elegant penthouse living room, a bach- 
elor's studio apartment and a bicenten- 
nial bedroom. Tho rest of tho new set- 
tings are a Country French dining room, 
a foyer, a crafts and hobby room and a 
teenage boy's bedroom. 


All IS rooms are furnished from Amer- 


ican Mart exhibitors' lines. 


WORKING WITHIN tho architectural 


limitations of tho modern apartment 
building, and making older apartments 
reflect tho Interests and needs of today's 
families" was tho primary challenge 
cited by the eight contributing designers. 


Each designer first envisioned who 


would be using the particular rooms and 
sought to Incorporate many uses into tho 
one room — a necessity because of space 
and size variabilities in both modern and 
older apartments. 


Bernard Nusinow felt his living room 


would bo in a sophisticated penthouse 
apartment and wanted to create a sense 
of drama and elegance along with am- 
bience. 


"A designer must take an intangible 


feeling of tho personality of tho occu- 
pants and mako a design of It. I felt that 
I wanted this sophisticated room to be a 
protective cocoon that tho occupant 
would feel ho could escape to from tho 
exterior world and feel safe and comfort- 
able. I used deep rich colon of bolso 
d'rwc and deep burgundy to reflect 
this." Nusinow said. 


THE SUBTLY mixed color com- 


bination of bols d'roso and burgundy Is 
also highlighted with silver. Tho narrow 
room gains depth through the use of a 
mirrored wall section under tho staircase 


of the duplex room. Burgundy carpeting 
and burgundy suede wall covering plus a 
silvery Mllnr celling also add to the ef- 
fect of spaciousness. 


Tho bols d'rose velvet upholstery of the 


sofa Is set off by burgundy leather in tho 
chair coverings. An exquisite Oriental 
area rug adds a dramatic touch to a fur- 
niture grouping. Sheer glass curtains in 
bols d'roso allow tho penthouse view to 
bo seen. 


Tho New England kitchen, designed by 


Ellen Marks, combines blue and gold 
fabrics, a beamed celling and dork pine 
furniture for a warm and cozy atmos- 
phere. A wall covering simulates antique 
tile in Ivory and blue with touches of 
gold. Butcher block counter tops on 
blue stenciled cabinets for practicality 
and a window scat heaped with cushions 
for luxury create a kitchen with a coun- 
try ah- that can easily be fitted into a 
small apartment. 


MISS MARKS envisioned that this 


apartment kitchen would be used by a 
young family with young children, who 
enjoy cooking and collecting kitchen 
equipment and accessories. 


With the often dull corridors of a high 


rise, on apartment needs a dramatic en- 
trance and the foyer designed by John 
Carey Murphy provides that drama. A 
scenic French wallpaper with a silver 
background Is accented by a geometric 
wallpaper applied to the floor. Contempo- 
rary lighting, glass and chrome ctagcrcs 
and pre-Columbian figures add to the 
ambience. 


Cleverly designed storage units arc a 


feature of tho teenage boy's room de- 
signed by Ethel Samuels. 


"The problem with apartment living is 


there is always a need for storage 
space especially in a child's bedroom," 
she commented. "I felt this room should 
bo a place for a teenage child or two 
boys to call their own with ample storage 
space for tho multitude of things children 
collect." 


OPEN STAIRS leading to a bunk bed 


provide space underneath for the storage 
of sports equipment and other teenager's 
gear. Lights arc concealed behind tho 


vinyl covered "mural" which follows the 
contours of the staircase. All walls arc 
covered In vinyl for easy care. A trundle 
bed, matching tho other campaign 
style furniture, provides sleeping space 
for a guest. Earth tones of browns, warm 
beiges and charcoals are used through- 
out, complementing tho warm pecan 
brown of the furniture. 


Striking in color and mood is the eclec- 


tic dining room design by. William Ish- 
macl. A vinyl floor covering in shades of 
orange and coral is picked up by the 
deep coral walls, with an undertone of 
terracotta. A white baker's rack occupies 
one wall. A dark wood table with a coun- 
try flavor is brightened by rush-bottomed 
chairs painted a pale yellow. 


In on adjoining foyer a secretary does 


double duty as a bar, a space saving de- 
vice which apartment dwellers always 
appreciate. 


REALIZING THE dining room is a lux- 


ury that may bo missing in future apart- 
ments, Ishmacl sought to make this 
room serve many uses with simple furni- 
ture that could be moved when the room 
serves other functions or combines as a 
library-study. 


"Often a lot of architectural appeal Is 


put into the exterior of modem apart- 
ment buildings but little on tho inside," 
commented Jerry Jerrard, designer of 
the studio apartment. 


"I looked at this room as a cold, square 


room which could be transformed by ad- 
ding a platform area for dining or 
deskwork. One room Is so environmental 
it should be made interesting by adding 
architectural features and textures In 
wall coverings and draperies," he added. 


Don Kastelyn received the Inspira- 


tion for the bedroom from tho American 
Mart exhibitors' bicentennial collections 
of bedroom furniture. The Queen Anno 
furniture with its graceful simple lines, 
ho felt, would help create the feeling of 
space in a small area and tho color 
theme of red, white and blue in a colo- 
nial fabric was a natural combination. 
Plants and accessories add a touch of 
"flair."

Now a sociologist okays a couple's 


fighting as one means of strengthening a 
marriage — so long as there arc no 
kayos. 
• Dr. Millard J. Bicnvenu spells out 
rules of combat on the family front and 
the Marquis of ~ Quccnsberry couldn't 
have done better. 


Learning to fight is one valuable skill 


to acquire before marriage, he writes in 
a new publication on exercises in pre- 
marital communication. 


"When couples find themselves fight- 


Ing for the very first time, they may be- 
come alarmed by their anger and case 
off before anything is resolved, setting 
the stage for a long, dangerous cold 
war," says the sociologist. "But It Is per- 
fectly normal to differ with someone you 
love and to get angry at him or her. 


"Denying these feelings slows down 


the building of a good relationship. The 
challenge Is to learn to argue const) uc- 
lively; this kind of 'fight' will actually 
strengthen rather than weaken the mar- 
riage." 


BIENVENU, who frequently writes on 


family problems, heads the department 
of sociology and social work at North- 
western State University of Louisiana. 


His latest work is "Talking It Over Be- 


fore Marriage," a publication of the Pub- 
lic Affairs Committee, Inc., a nonprofit 
educational organization with headquar- 
ters in New York. 


About the rules: "First, stick to the 


issue that triggered the argument. Don't 
revive previous Issues or hurts. 


"Don't hit below the belt by criticizing 


and attacking each other as persons. 


"We all have vulnerable, tender spots. 


Mary has a college diploma; Malcolm 
graduated from high school. 


"When tempers flare, she hits below 


the belt with, 'No wonder you don't un- 
derstand me — with your education.' Re- 
sorting to accusations or a 'You don't 
love me' attitude is sure to cause trouble 
if continued ... 


"The healthy kind of conflict uses 


words not to kill but to dig out what's 
bothering each person deep down — to 
help release bottlcd-up feelings and ten- 
sions." 


DR. BIENVENU advises handling the 


conflict "when the two of you have suf- 
ficient time ... and privacy. Get your 
feelings out before losing control of your- 
selves and really try to look at the issue 
from tho other's point of view.

pression," trusting each other and treat- 
ing information and shared feelings as 
"privileged communications, not to be 
used to hurt one another or to withhold 
affection." 


• Listen in a way that shows you are 


in touch with your partner, not just with 
what he or she is saying. 


• Desire for companionship. "Married 


life flourishes when the couple become 
friends and companions as well as 
lovers."

on this aspect of their figure when they could do better in life 
to spend more time developing their personality. Those who 
really need or feel they must have an operation for breast 
enlargement should see a plastic surgeon who can implant 
slllcono, not Inject It. The implants are of several different 
varieties, but the end result Is a surgically placed prosthesis 
behind the normal breast tissue.

While many doctors prescribe oral pills for diabetes, I must 


tell you that the American Medical Assn., The Diabetic Assn. 
and the Food and Drug Administration have all advised 
against their use. 


Most diabetics who can have their blood sugar controled by 


the oral medicines can do as well, or according to statistics 
even better, when managed by diet alone. 


The rub is many patients will not follow the doctor's advice 


about their diet and will not lose excess fat. Finally the doc- 
tor gives up and prescribes tlvo pill thinking that it will be 
better than nothing — but even that Is debatable. 


There is another psychological factor involved. Doctors aro 


human and they want to do something about the patient's 
problems. It is difficult for them to do nothing. So they pro-

scribe sometimes when they might just as well have done 
nothing. The patient is usually happier because he wants the 
doctor to do something. 


I DO NOT THINK patients should change their insulin and 


pills around without their doctor's approval. I would never 
recommend mixing the oral tablets and insulin on your own. 


The two medicines ore not the same. I have had readers 


write and tell mo I was wrong about stating that one can't 
take Insulin by mouth. But those oral preparations arc not 
insulin and dp not do alt the things Insulin does. Perhaps 
more important they may also do some things that insulin 
doesn't do that may not be good for the body in all cases. So, 
don't confuse the oral medicines used to lower blood sugar 
with the real thing — insulin. 


In general, for mild or moderate diabetics I am all for 


doing everything you can with diet first, particularly elimi- 
nating any excess obesity, if any is present Then, if it seems 
indicated, Insulin can bo used. I want to emphasize, though, 
that many abnormal diabetic-type sugar tolerance tests be- 
come entirely normal after elimination of obesity. Correcting 
the obesity goes to the heart of the problem in correcting a 
major factor causing the condition which is preferable to 
using artificial treatment

spades and then made the brilliant (?) 
lead of a low spade. East ruffed with the 
jack and Mathc simply discarded a dia- 
mond. 


Since East had started with four hearts 


there was no way to keep Lou from tak- 
ing the rest of the tricks and chalking up 
a thoroughly undeserved game.

New series for Mannix star?

HOLLYWOOD - One of the favorite 


conversational 
subjects at Hollywood 


parties is the behavior of stars. With 
great relish, the folks love to exchange 
the latest stories about the temperamen- 
tal antics of this one or the scandalous 
escapades of that one. 


And then, Invariably, somebody will 


say how lucky Ivan Goff and Ben Rob- 
erts are. And, if Goff or Roberts are pre- 
sent they will roll their eyes heaven-ward 
and agree. 


Goff and Roberts produce CBS* Mannix 


and they.are deemed fortunate because 
their star is Mike Connors. And Connors 
is that rarity — a star who seems totally, 
c wold of any trace of annoying tempera- 
ment and completely without the need to 
get involved in scandal. 


There has never been an unkind word 


said about him by anybody he works 
with. There have been attempts, since 
Mannix began, to trump up a feud be- 
tween him and his on-screen secretary, 
played by Gail Fisher, but they haven't 
worked. 


ABOUT THE ONLY problem around 


seems to be what will happen when that 
Inevitable day comes and Mannix goes. 
Now that Raymond Burr's Ironside 
series has been axed, Mannix has be- 
come vulnerable. It's been around eight 
years, which is ancient by current TV 
standards. 


Connors admits he's thinking ahead. 


He says that if and when Mannix is can- 
celed, he'll probably take a year off "to 
recharge my batteries; to get a fresh 
outlook on my career." 


But he will undoubtedly then do anoth- 


er'series. He's too valuable a property 
for the TV moguls to let sit on the beach, 
even though he could probably afford to 
retire. And he admits that another series 
is highly probable. The only question 
seems to be — what kind of a series, 
what sort of a character would he'like 
to play? 


"I don't want to be either a doctor or a 


lawyer," Connors says, "and certainly 
not another private eye. What's left? 
Teachers and politicians don't work on 
TV. Maybe a newspaperman — if it's 
done weft, that might work." 


A NEWSPAPER series never has been 


done well on TV but he's right — it 
might work. And Connors is handsome 
enough to be a newspaperman, perhaps. 


The problem for creators of TV series 


is Just that — what profession to give the 
leading character. Connors put his finger 
on the sore spot. 


"You know," he says, "if you take out 


law-and-order shows and situation come- 
dies, there's not enough left on TV to fill 
three nights." 


Eight years of Mannix — eight years 


of anything — is enough to make most 
actors bored with the character they are 
playing. Mike Connors says he's still not 
bored with playing Joe Mannix and be 
says it is the chance to work with new 
nntj different people each week that en- 
ables him to stay fresh and unbored. 


"Everybody," he says, "reacts differ- 


ently when confronted by 
different 


people. Having new people on the show 
week after week allows me the luxury of 
a new and fresh reaction. As a human 
being, I get to meet new personalities 
and new problems. And that keeps me 
fresh."

The banking system the world over Is 


said to bo In more trouble than at any 
time ilnce the lOJOs. Do you agree? And 
what do you think arc the most Impor- 
tant lessons from bank failures? 


Yes, I would agree on your first ques- 


tion. And I think tho first broad lesson Is 
that, In fact, banks can fall, Including 
some ralhcr large ones. That seems like 
an obvious answer, but I think there has 
been too little concern about tho possi- 
bility of bank failures and therefore too 
little scrutiny of banking performances 
and financial statements. 


Banks need to be analyzed from a fi- 


nancial standpoint In tho same way as 
companies arc. Unfortunately, It tends to 
bo moro difficult; notably in continental 
Europe, tho financial Information which 
banks pruvido 2s somewhat limited. Abo, 
in many cases tho data arc not particu- 
larly timely; It is customarily as much 
as eight or nine months before banks put 
out their yearly statements. 


There also are more risks involved In 


foreign exchange trading and in so-called 
Euro-placements. As the 
Eurodollar 


market has developed so rapidly over the 
last years, some banks have tended to 
think this was really a risklcss oper- 
ation: you could take funds from ono 
bank and put them with another at a little 
spread and do so almost risk-free. This 
certainly has now changed. 


• • • 


Treasury Sec. William Simon has relic- 


rated that the banking system can copo 
with tlie new problems of oil funds. Do 
yon agree? 


My own view Is that tho banking sys- 


tem cannot copo with it. First of all, 
there Is simply tho size of the funds that 
arc Involved, which has two facets. 


As I Indicated earlier, the amount of 


deposits that we're going to accept from 
one source is limited. 
Given 
the 


enormous funds of tho oil producing 
countries, it seems to me that, with 
such a prudent investment policy, they 
will have difficulty: how much can you 
place with the largest 30 banks in tho 
world? 


On tho other side, there are the coun- 


tries that have tho most severe problems 
paying for oil. There are somo that have 
developed already into poor credit risks. 
And tho banking system is not going to 
finance their balance of payments defi- 
cits because it can't do it on a prudent 
basis. 


I do not believe that the bonking sys- 


tem can cope with the recycling. It can 
make a contribution to It, as it already 
has. But It won't solve It. 


Do any of you bankers really know

Groups push for overhaul 


of state banking laws to 
ease burden on consumers 


Citicorp's Walter Wriston: 
U.S. banking system still 'in good shape' 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Walter Wriston, a former State Dcpt. 


officer, has been president of Citicorp since 1967. The bank is 
the second largest In the world. 


You are believed to be the one top banker who, like Trca- 


stiry Sec. William Simon, Is saying the private financial mar- 
kets can still do Ihc recycling of the petrodollars. Is that 
true? 


I don't know. I'm certainly "a" banker who is saying that. 


But let mo add a couple of things. First, a lot of people 
perceive that the so-called recycling should be done by the 
commercial banking system, and that that Is the private sec- 
tor. 


In fact, it is only one small part of It. The private sector 


also Includes the tiling we call the New York Stock Exchange 
and dozens of brokers, dealers, merchant banks, insurance 
companies and other financial institutions. 


Second, if you ask whether the recycling can be done for- 


ever with dollar placements in a bonk like mine, the answer 
is no. 


But that's a very different thing to saying tho private sector 


as a whole can't do it. 


But other big banks arc already saying that they don't 


really want all this oil money and arc underbidding on inter- 
est rales. At mid-year your own bank had about half your 
ilcpoilti |n foreign hands. Surely It's hard to place marc: who 
li going to loan to Italy for Instance? Can you really place 
these huge sums? 


Wo havo so far. Tho fact is that tho banking face of to 


United Staes doesn't change just because a payment is made 
by Exxon to tho King of Saudi Arabia. All that is happening is 
that the ownership of tho deposits of tho American banking 
system Is changing hands. The vision of largo funds sloshing 
around, flowing In, is basically Imagery. 


Of course no ono is going to lend to Italy unless it gets its 


own house In order; the fact that a country makes itself/a 
bad credit risk, through its own internal policy, doesn't obll- > 
gate anybody to lend it money that I know about. 


As for underbidding, we've been doing that for years. 


We work for tho shareholders, and if wo can attract money at 


rates at which we can earn money, in sound risks, wo will 
take It; if we can't, we won't. To begin with, when tho Arabs 
wanted overnight money at very high rates, the banks took 
them. Wo perceived that wo could not continue with that, so 
we stopped; financial sophistication is running its normal 
course. You go from overnight money to longer-term money, 
to fixed-rate securities, and over some time frame to equity 
markets — assuming that the Arabs don't spend it all. 


But, as a matter of fact, one of the hidden things in all this 


is that the Arabs are spending it much faster than economists 
thought possible A F104 is a very expensive piece of machin- 
ery. You buy, say, two 747s, and it's rather a largo ticket. Wo 
also perceive that some of the money is now beginning to flow 
into the American equity market, and that's good

Would you like an oil producer to take a substantial equity 


share In Citicorp? 


The equity of companies in the market place will be bought, 


or will not bo bought, on basically economic grounds. There 
aro restrictions on ownership of national banks in the United 
States, as there are in other countries. But everybody talks 
about bow difficult the equity markets are and how hard it is 
to raise money. So if this transfer of assets comes back in the 
form of equity investments, it's a rather good thing.

You would not be frightened, that for some political reason, 


they might suddenly want to sell all their participation? 


In tho real world, no government would permit a guest 


corporation to do anything that was against that govern- 
ment's national interest. Reams of nonsense are written 
about tho power of the multinational corporations and sover- 
eign defiance. 


That building across tho street from my office is Lever 


House. It Is wholly owned by foreign capital, but I guarantee 
that half the people in that building don't know that. They 
have a big piece of the detergent market in America, and 
what are they going to do? Are they going to say: America 
will bo dirty from Saturday on; we're going to close the 
store? 


It doesn't happen that way. They aro not going to move the

Do you think banks In this country arc seriously overlent; 


arc there going to he some more serious failures? 


No. The banking system in this country is in very good 


shape. The popular cry at the moment is to say that it's 
overstrained, overlent. There are a lot of dead cats flying 
through the air, but the facts are that there are 14,000 banks 
in America and that every year five or six of them fail for 
reasons of Lad management. But I don't sec any signs on the 
horizon that the entire system Is seriously strained; the proof 
is that tho system has, in fact, handled properly one of the 
wildest financial markets that anybody can remember. We've 
handled a couple of Middle East wars, shifted resources to a 
new part of the world, and adapted to floating exchanges 
rates. We've also ridden through the failure of Herstatt (when 
their central bank did not pick up the chips), the lowest stock 
market since 1929, and the resignation of a President of tho 
United States of America for the first time hi history. We're 
all still here.

There arc some fine teams In that 


"others" group llko LaGrnngo, St. Pat- 
rick, Evanston, Elgin and Addlson Trail. 
Still, area teams have played right with 
these big name schools. 


Also among the 31 "others" aro such 


schools as St. Benedict, Olncy, Hnrrls- 
burg, Murphysboro and Mt. Zlon. They 
don't even sound like AA schools let 
alone a part of the top SO state teams.

There's a six-man organization called

raine which her daughter sent to her sev- 
eral years ago white studying In France. 
A tasty luncheon dish or hors d'oeuvre, it 
is made in a pastry shell. The filling con- 
sists of bacon, onion and gruyere cheese 
baked in a rich custard seasoned with 
nutmeg. As a luncheon entree, it is cut in 
wedges and may be served with fruit on 
the side.

This 
year heavy supplies of yellow onions 
have set another record — in the ogpo- 
slto direction. 


Marketing specialists of the U.S. De- 


partment of Agriculture (USDA) report 
tho onion crop is 18 per cent over the 
1070-73 average, with enough onions to 
fill nmost 2.1 million 100-pound bags. 


Good supplies normally result' in mod- 


erate conmimcr prices so it's a good time 
to toko advantage of the popular flavor- 
ing properties of onions. 


Hero's a note about proper storage. 


Put onions in n loosely woven basket and 
store in a cool, dark, dry, well-ventilated 
place. Don't refrigerate them until they 
have been cut. Place them in a plastic 
bowl or bag in the refrigerator. They will 
keep for several days. Chopped onions 
can bo placed in a shallow pan and fro- 
zen; once frozen, store them loosely in a 
jar from which they can be easily 
scooped. 


Pears, apples and fresh citrus fruits 


are currently slated as plentifuls by 
USDA marketing service. Raisins, dried 
prunes and peanuts ore also listed 
among the current plentifuls; however, 
favorable supply of these products hasn't 
brought noticeable cost reductions on re- 
tail shelves as yet- 


DESPITE THE many products consid- 


ered plentiful or adequate, food prices 
remain at record highs. The Illinois 
Form Bureau Family Bulletin reports 
that food prices for the first half of this 
year are expected to increase at rates 
close to the average of 15 per cent wit- 
nessed lost year. Increases in raw com;

A party of eight for dinner? Here's a 


divh which can be prepared In advance 
for baking to meet your nerving sched- 
ule. It's called Seafood Tcttrazzlnl, com- 
bining flavors of crabmcat, cheese and 
tuna.

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Lawyer says he's restricted prisoner 
Judge asks probe 
of Stavros' status 


by JOB FRANZ 


A federal judge ordered the U.S. Attor- 


ney's office Wednesday to determine If a 
restricted-prisoner status has been as- 
signed to convicted Wheeling political 
boss James Stnvros. 


U.S. District Court Judge Hubert L. 


Will ordered the action after hearing ar- 
guments on a motion filed by Stavros' 
attorney, Joel Murray. The motion 
charges that Stnvros has been denied 
furloughs from prison and probably will 
not receive an early parole because he 
has been placed In a restricted status. 


"There is no reason to believe ho 


(Stavros) should bo in such a classifica- 
tion," the judge said. "If prejudice is 
being exercised and this man has been 
placed in a special class, I'm going to do 
something about It." 


FOLLOWING THE remarks, the judge 


ordered Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven J. 
Kadison to find out If Stavros has been 
placed in a restricted class. Ho said he 
expects an answer by Friday when other 
aspects of the motion will be considered. 
Murray's motion also charges that 
Stavros is not receiving proper treatment 
for medical problems. 


Before the judge gave the order, Kadi- 


son showed tho court a teletype message 
from Warden Lawrence Grossman of the 


federal prison in Lexington, Ky., where 
Stavros is serving a four-year sentence. 
The message said Stavros is not desig- 
nated as a "special offender." 


Judge Will, however, sold he wants to 


find out if any other restrictions have 
been put on Stavros. 


A spokesman for the Federal Bureau 


of Prisons In Washington D.C. recently 
told The Herald a "special offender" 
usually is a person who cither poses a se- 
curity risk, has a prior prison record, is 
a witness in an upcoming trial, is linked 
to organized crime or is awaiting trial on 
state charges. 


STAVROS PLEADED guilty last April 


to extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling 
developers and filing a false income-tax 
return. In exchange for the guilty plea, 
the U.S. Attorney's office dropped eight 
additional charges against Stavros, In- 
e l u d i n g alleged extortions totaling 
$121,250.

Murray said he has been told by n con- 


fidential source that Stavros has been 
designated as a restricted prisoner and 
charges in the motion that this is a viola- 
tion of the conditions under which his 
client pleaded guilty. 


Kadison said the U.S. Attorney's office 


only agreed not to seek a restricted 
classification for Stavros,

Safety, planning., ethics 
planks of WHIP platform 


The Wheeling Improvement Party 


Wednesday night adopted a platform that 
pledges Improved administration, plan- 
ning, public safety and ethics In village 
government. 


Tho platform, prepared by WHIP can- 


didates John Cole, Gilbert Monoson, 
Charles Kcrr and Otis (Skip) Hcdlund, 
was adopted by tho party membership. 


In an obvious reference to the recent 


builder-shakedown scandal in Wheeling, 
WHIP candidates pledged to "restore 
honesty, Integrity and pride in village 
government." 


WHIP candidates said If they arc elect- 


ed April IS they will work for mandatory 
disclosure of all real estate holdings by 
village officials and the elimination of all 
conflicts of interest. They also said they 
will work for "professionalism" in vil- 
lage government by eliminating waste, 
making appointments and promotions on 
merit and giving all residents equal 


treatment and services. 


THE PLATFORM states that WHIP 


candidates will promote public safety by 
working for adequate sidewalks and Iraf- 
flc-control devices. 


The WHIP platform also promises to 


"revitalize the village master plan and 
p r o m o t e desirable industrial, com- 
mercial, residential and recreation devel- 
opments." 


WHIP candidates assembled the plat- 


form after conducting a telephone survey 
of village residents. Party officials said 
at a later date they will Issue position 
papers outlining In detail all points In the 
platform. 


WHIP Is the second political party In 


Wheeling to release a platform. The 
Wheeling Community Party released its 
platform Sunday, leaving the Wheeling 
Representative Party as the only group 
that has not released a formal statement 
of Its goals. 


Blaze causes extensive 
damage, leaves 3 homeless 


A fire early Wednesday In a fourth- 


floor apartment at 650 Murray Ln., DCS 
Plaines, left three persons homeless and 
caused extensive damage to the apart- 
ment and Its contents. 


Flro Chief Donald Corey said the blaze 


probably started In a bedroom or bed- 
room closet of tho four-room apartment. 
Tho cause of tho blazo Is undetermined. 


Lauranc Broch and her two children, 


Julio, 11, and Jim, 17, were not in tho 
apartment at tho time of tho fire. Tho 
Red Cross arranged for the family to 
stay at tho Royal Court Inn in DCS 
Plaines for several days because of tho 
damage to tho apartment. 


Corey sold structural damage was con- • 


fined to tho bedroom where tho fire origi- 


nated but heat and smoke damage to the 
rest of the apartment was extensive. 
Firemen had to battle the blaze through 
the roof of the apartment, which Is on the 
top floor of the building. Water damage 
to apartments directly below was minor, 
Corey said. 


Structural damage to tho building was 


estimated at $3,000 and content damage 
was estimated at $6,000. 


Corey sold there wore no Injuries in 


tho flro but a pet Siamese cat was found 
dead on the apartment balcony. 


The blazo was contained within 20 min- 


utes of firemen's arrival at the apart- 
ment, but firemen spent several hours in 
cleanup operations.

guaranteed that it would not happen. 


At that point, Judge Will said to Kadi- 


son, "I don't know why you're uptight 
about that. I think that as a responsible 
public official you would take steps to 
check into this. 


"MY CONSCIENCE wouldn't let me sit 


back and let that happen," the judge 
continued. "I would think you'd have a 
moral obligation to do something about it 
since you told him you wouldn't ask that 
he be placed in a restricted class." 


Judge-Will snid his main concern is that 


Stavros may havo been unjustly placed 
in n restricted status, and ohat he is not 
concerned with the plea agreement. 


"That's past. All I want to find out Is if 


some restriction has been placed on him 
as an Inmate," tho judge said. "I don't 
think he should get special treatment, 
but he also should not be treated prej- 
udicially." 


Murray specifically charges in the mo- 


tion that Stavros was denied a furlough 
over the Christmas holidays because of 
his alleged restricted status. 


JUDGE WILL, however, said he has 


been informed by prison officials that he 
was not granted a furlough because he 
has not been In the Lexington prison the 
required six months, Stavros also was 
not eligible, the judge said, because a fur. 
lough was granted to him in November 
at the time of his transfer from the fed- 
eral prison in Sandstone, Minn. 


"On the basts of normal prison policy 


ho was not eligible for furlough," Judge 
Will said. "He was not deprived of some- 
thing he would have normally gotten." 


The judge said, however, that he Is con- 


cerned because Stavros apparently was 
erroneously Informed by someone at tho 
prison that he would bo eligible for a fur- 
lough. Ho said that Is'ono of the reasons 
he has ordered the U.S. Attorney's office 
to Investigate Stavros' prison classifica- 
tion. 


Murray said Stavros' medical condition 


Is deteriorating and a furlough would al- 
low his client to see his personal physi- 
cian. Prison officials have said, however, 
that Stavros Is receiving proper medical 
attention at tho facility. 


IN THE MOTION, Murray further 


charges that prison physicians have re- 
fused to give Stavros Information on his 
medical condition. "I can't understand 
why wo don't havo some more complete 
Information on his medical condition," 
he told the judge. 


Stavros, who has been in prison since 


last June, was transferred to the Lexing- 
ton facility because of a back problem 
and chronic sinus condition. Officials 
said he would get better medical atten- 
tion at the Lexington prison.

He was a cool 


burglar... with

all the skills

His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snacksliop in 
downtown DCS Plaines. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as hod members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaines. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawcd-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes in re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cosh or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house."

A man who knoivs tells how to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an "ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions ore intended to give 
the homeowner an insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and tho lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear Into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet Isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

Duane was a skinny kid who was get-

In that time, 
he rose rapidly from a white belt to a 
brown belt and now instructs the begin- 
ning ailddo program. 


The quiet confidence Is there, but he 


did not want bis last name used for fear 
he might be singled out by some area 
toughs and have to hurt someone in self- 
defense. 


DUANE'S AIKIDO tutor, John Barr, 


Elk Grove Village, Is proud Duane feels 
that way about his acquired knowledge 
of the ancient Japanese self-defense art 
— which combine the basics of karate, 
judo and Jujitsu. 


"The (budo alkido) association has by- 


laws. No one is allowed to use what he 
has learned maliciously," said Barr, na- 
tional director for the ailddo association. 
"If he did, he would be a discredit to the 
program, himself and his family."

H u m b l e n e s s and friendship are 


stressed as well as the rough-and-tumble 
routine of aikido in the park district pro- 
gram. 


The Hoffman Estates program has

Barr is responsible for many police de- 


partment defense programs and has 
helped formulate training techniques for 
the Pinkcrton Detective Agency, which 
guards the nation's nuclear plants. 


TIIEBE HAS BEEN a surge in the 


number of aikldo participants. "We've 
been four years In the community. They 
know we're here," Barr said, explaining 
the recent program popularity. 


He added that the recent craze In tho 


martial arts Is dying and that ho is glad 
to see tho decline. He docs not want to 
teach tho self-defense art to people who 
seek instruction because of Hi-Karate 
commercials or tho Bruce Lee movies. 


The reason? He said some people came 


to learn offense,' rather than defense. 
"Wo had people coming in and thought 
that in 10 easy lessons they would be in- 
vincible," he said, noting that ho wants 
to teach people who really want to learn 
tho mind-body relationship instrumental 
to alkido.

5 state wards 
arrested 
after brawl

At least five teen-agers, who are wards 


of the state at the Camelot Care Center 
in Palatine Township, were arrested late 
Tuesday after a brawl with a Sheriff's 
policeman at the center. 


The incident occurred at 10 p.m. when 


sheriff's police were called to quell a dis- 
turbance at the center. Palatine police 
report that one youth had been drinking 
and could not be controlled by the coun- 
selors. 


Other youths joined in the fracas, po- 


lice said, and at least five were arrested. 
The facility, 1502 W. Northwest Hwy., is 
run by the Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services and is a home for aban- 
doned teens. 


Sgt. Gordon Mosby of the Palatine po- 


lice said three squad cars responded to 
the county patrolman's call for assis- 
tance, and that one. squad car was dam- 
aged when someone threw a rock at it, 


JAMES SPICEB. center director, said 


the five juveniles were.taken to.the Sher- 
iff's police headquartcrs'ln Nlles. 


They.later were released into the cus- 


tody of their parents. Spicer said he does 
not know if the youths will return to the 
center. 


"Center personnel have had to contin- 


ually call oh the Cook County Sheriff's 
police for this kind of assistance. These 
distrubances have happened before," 
Spicer said. 


"I think the whole situation has been 


blown out of proportion. The juveniles 
were just rowdy with the officer and 
were not rioting. The incident contained 
itself inside the building and did not car- 
ry on outside," Spicer said. 


Mosby said policemen received a radio 


report from the county officer that 
youngsters "were rioting in the center 
and ganging up on the officer." 


Sheriff's officials refused comment on 


the incident, and officials of the Illinois 
Dept. of Children and Family Services 
could not be reached for comment. 


About 16 boys between 12 and 17 years 


of age reside at the center, and attend 
local schools.

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Technical books to 6Any Woman Can' 
She transcribes Braille 


s 


to enable the blind to read 


RAISED DOTS of Braillo aro a moans of communication 
for tho blind. Tholme Miles of Buffalo Grove is a certi- 
fied transcriber of Braille and has logged more than 


2,500 Braille pages. She transcribes literature from 
technical data to bestsellers, from Spanish workbooks to 
manuals.

Thclma Miles of Buffalo Grove translates a special lan- 


guage for the thousands In the United States who know it. 


She transcribes literature into the Braille language of 


raised dots, which can tell a story or relate a message for 
those who cannot see Mrs Miles, 274 Weidner Rd., is a certi- 
fied Braille transcriber who has logged more than 2,500 
Braille pages. 


"I,wanted something to do at home \vhen both of my chil- 


dren went to college," Mrs. Miles said. "I figured if you got a 
mind, you better use it." 


She works through the Milwaukee Public Library in trans- 


cribing requests from various agencies and patrons who need 
Braille versions of technical books, best selling novels,and 
books on history, English and foreign languages. 


"Some of them are rather dry," Mrs Miles said as she 


thumbed through an electronics workbook. "I once asked the 
library to send me something different and a little more live- 
ly to do, so they sent me 'Any Woman Can1' by Dr. David 
Reuben." 


MRS. MILES' INTEREST in transcribing for the blind was 


Inspired by a magazine article published eight years ago. The 
writer said people were needed to learn and transcribe 
Braille. There was no pay; the volunteer was to perform his 
service with "no strings attached " 


Mrs. Miles wrote to the Library of Congress in Washington 


D. C. which offered a series of correspondence courses and 
lessons through local civic organizations. She began learning 
Braille through the Red Cross in New Jersey. 


"We had 19 lessons and it takes up to six months to a year 


to learn it," she said. 


There are six dots in a Braille cell, three dots high and two 


dots wide. Depending on the dot arrangement 63 characters 
can be formed. There also are arrangements for groups of 
letters often used, similar to notehand. 


ONCE THE BRAILLE alphabet is mastered, the volunteer 


can strat transcribing by using a slate and stylus or a Brail- 
lewnter, which resembles a typewriter, but with six keys for 
each of the six dots and a space bar. 


Materials are expensive, Mrs. Miles said. A Braillewritor 


costs1 more than $100 and transcribers must use plasticized 
paper. 


"It takes a lot of concentration to transcribe," Mrs. Miles 


said. She devotes several hours each afternoon to get her 
assignments finished^ averaging 10 to 15 minutes on each 
page. 


For example, It took 165 hours for Mrs. Miles to transcribe 


"Any Woman Can!" It resulted In eight Braille volumes with 
90 pages each. "Sometimes I can do some in about a week, 
but that's really pushing it," she said. "Once I start making 
mistakes, I quit because it doesn't make any sense to go on." 


MISTAKES ARE time-consuming, she said, because era- 


sures are almost prohibited. "We can't make more than three 
erasures," Mrs. Miles said. "We have to watch for spaces 
and commas, or else the whole page has to be done again." 


A Braille book is bulky and almost cumbersome at ltimes 


because of the limited number of words that can be imprinted 
on a page. Each plasticized page takes up to 25 lines per. 
page, with 38 to 40 Braille cells embossed on a line. 


"I enjoy doing it because I feel I'm helping someone less 


fortunate," Mrs. Miles said.

Behrel expected 
to ask council 
to hire an aide

Mayor Herbert H. Behrel is expected 


next month to ask the city council to hire 
an administrative assistant to help hln in 
the day-to-day operations of city govern- 
ment. 


The mayor, who has shown Increased 


interest In obtaining administrative help, 
also has Indicated Ihc creation of the 
post could help in a transition to o city 
manager system. ' 


Several attempts wore made in recent 


years to adopt n full-time mayor-city 
manager system but were defeated by 
the city council. 


Behrel repeatedly has said he will not 


seek reelection when his term expires In 
1977. He and his wife have purchased a 
retirement home In Arizona. 


THE CITY COUNCIL Included $12,300 


representing at least part of the annual 
salary for an administrative assistant in 
the 1973 city budget but no one was 
hired. Bchrul, who makes $23,000 as full- 
time mayor, said at that time there was 
not sufficient office space for an adminis- 
trative aide because the city moved to 


temporary offices while the new munici- 
pal complex Is being constructed. 


It is expected that funds to hire an 


assistant will be included in the 1975 
budget which is.bcing prepared. 


Behrel asked members of the build- 


ings, grounds and parking lab com- 
mittee Monday to leave office space ad- 
jacent to his sixth-floor office available 
for future use. An office had been 
planned on that floor for City Atty. 
Charles Hug, but his quarters arc being 
moved to the fourth floor. Bclirel said 
the additional space on the sixth floor 
should still be made into a finished of- 
fice. 


The mayor said Tuesday he could use 


an assistant to coordinate the operation 
of the new city hall and to assist him In 
other areas. 


The question of changing Ihc operation 


of city government from a full-time may- 
or to a part-time mayor-city manager 
system has been debated repeatedly. 


Behrol has altered his position slightly 


on the issue, but has always contended 
the system the city now uses is the best. 


A fire early Wednesday in a fourth- 


floor apartment at 650 Murray Ln., Des 
Plaines, left three persons homeless and 
caused extensive damage to the apart- 
ment and its contents. 


Fire Chief Donald Corey said the blaze 


probably started In a bedroom or bed- 
room closet of the four-room apartment. 
The cause of the blaze is undetermined. 


Lauranc Brach and her two children, 


Julie, II, and Jim, 17, were not in the 
apartment at the time of the flro. The 
Red Cross arranged for the family to 
stay at the Royal Court Inn in Des 
Plaines for several days because of the 
damage to the apartment. 


Corey said structural damage was con- 


fined to the bedroom where the fire origi- 
nated but heat and smoke damage to the 
rest of the apartment was extensive. 
Firemen had to battle the blaze through 
the roof of the apartment, which is on the 
top floor of the building. Water damage 
to apartments directly below was minor, 
Corey said. 


Structural damage to the building was 


estimated at $3,000 and content damage 
was estimated at $6,000. 


Corey said there were no injuries in 


the fire but a pet Siamese cat was found 
dead on the apartment balcony. 


The blaze was contained within 20 min- 


utes of firemen's arrival at the apart- 
ment, but firemen spent several hours In 
cleanup operations.

came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills 


by BARRY SIGALE 


His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at M and as Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown Ocs Plaines. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my owp back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stoic from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staving out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up Ihc 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in Des Plaines. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At IS he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for posscsion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglar}- team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes In re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught hi the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
tiling if I owned the house." 


A man ivho knoivs tells hoiv to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert . . . get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberraan Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

Koulcntos said changes also are being 


planned around the proposed Oakton 
Street entrance to relievo possible traffic 
problems. 


Revised specifications for the Re-mil- 


lion facility will be ready Feb. 10 for con- 
tractors who wish to bid on the work, 
Koulcntcs said with the bid opening to 
take place March 13. 


Preliminary plans call for 57,000 


square feet of floor space. Postal service 
officials hopo to consolidate all DCS 
Pialnes operations into the new building. 
Three post offices in DCS Plaincs and a 
fourth in Roscmont currently make up 
the DCS Plaincs operation. 


Construction is expected to take about 


300 working days with officials hoping to 
move Into tho new building sometime In 
1076. Work probably will begin shortly af- 
ter bids are opened.

At Carnclol Care Center 
5 teen-age state wards 
arrested after brawl

At lean five teen-agers, who arc wards 


of the state at the Camclot Care Center 
In Palatine Township, were arrested late 
Tuesday after a brawl with a Sheriff's 
policeman at the center. 


The Incident occurred at 10 p.m. when 


sheriff's police wore called to quell a dis- 
turbance at the center. Palatine police 
report that one youth had been drinking 
ami could not be controlled by the coun- 
selors. 


Other youths joined In the fracas, po- 


lice said, and at least five were arrested. 
The facility. 1302 W. Northwest Hwy.. is 
run by the Illinois Dopt. of Children and 
Family Sen Ices and Is a home for aban- 
doned teens. 


Sgt. Gordon Mosby of the Palatine po- 


lice said three squad cars responded to 
the county patrolman's coll for assis- 
tance, and that one squad car was dam- 
aged ulicn someone threw a rock at It. 


.IAMBS SPICER. center director, said 


the five juveniles were taken to the Sher- 
iff's police headquarters In Nilcs. 


They later were released into the cus- 


tody of their parents. Spiccr said he docs 
not know if the >ouths will return to the 
center. 


"Center personnel have had to contin- 


ually call on the Cook County Sheriff's 
police for this kind of assistance. These 
dlstrubanccs have happened before," 
Spiccr said. 


"I think the whole situation has been 


blown out of proportion. The juveniles 
were just rowdy with the officer and 
were not rioting. The Incident contained 
Itself Inside the building and did not car- 
ry on outside," Spiccr said. 


Mosby said policemen received a radio 


report from 
the county officer that 


youngsters "were rioting in the center 
and ganging up on the officer." 


Sheriff's officials refused comment on 


the Incident, and officials of the Illinois 
Dopt. of Children and Family Services 
could not be reached for comment. 


About 1C boys between 12 and 17 years

of crime 
came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills 


by BARKY SIGALE 


His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 10 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


Ills goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snacksliop in 
downtown DCS Plalncs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The Incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaines. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawcd-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes In re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


TJwugh The 'Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house." 
. 


A man who knoivs tells how to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert ... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

In that time, 
he rose rnpidly from a white belt to a 
brown belt and now instructs the begin- 
ning aikido program. 


Tho quiet confidence la there, but he 


did not want his last name used for fear 
ho might bo singled out by some area 
touglu nnd have to hurt someone in self- 
defense. 


DtMNE'S AIKIDO tutor. John Barr, 


Elk Grove Village, is proud Ouanc fccis 
that way about his acquired knowledge 
of the ancient Japanese self-defense art 
— which combine the basics of karate, 
judo and jujllsu. 


"Tho (budo aikido) association has by- 


laws. No one is allowed to use what he 
has learned maliciously," said Barr, na- 
tional director for the uikido association. 
"If he did. he would be a discredit to the 
program, himself and his family." 


H u m b l e n e s s and friendship aro 


stressed as well as the rough-and-tumble 
routine of aikido in the park district pro- 
gram. 


The Hoffman Estates program has 


l>ccn the most popular in any of the park 
district's programs. Tho Schaumburg 
Park District asked Barr to start a sim- 
ilar program for Its winter session. 


Barr is responsible for many police de- 


partment defense programs and has 
helped formulate training techniques for 
the Pinkcrton Detective Agency, which 
guards the nation's nuclear plants. 


TIIEHE HAS BEEN a surge in the 


number of aikido participants. "We've 
been four years in the community. They 
know we're here," Barr said, explaining 
the recent program popularity. 


He added that the recent craze In the 


martial arts Is dying and that he is glad 
to sec tho decline. He docs not want to 
teach the self-defense art to people who

his early years of training, Giammnr- 
rusco's heavy appearance schedule 
now leaves him little time for any- 
thing else. 


He finds his hectic schedule stimu- 


lating. "You meet a lot of interesting 
people. There is a tendency in this 
business to be very superficial, to put 
on airs. But you also meet lots of 
really genuine people who care about 
you and what makes you happy," he 
said. 


His family is enthusiastic about his 


career, perhaps in part because they 
all have musical inclinations them- 
selves. Vittorio's father, Jack, a jew- 
eler at Lorsey's in the Randhurst 
Shopping Center, was a tenor with 
popular dance groups when he was 
young. His twin sisters, Diane and 
Deborah, 15, want to take voice les- 
sons and become singers.

In the first of n number of public hear- 


ings on tho project, Centex representa- 
tives outlined preliminary Information on 
the development, which would consist en- 
tirely of single-family detached houses 
and houses built on the zero-lot line con- 
cept which eliminates traditional side 
yards. 


PLANS CALL for G3G four-bedroom 


units, similar to those built by Centex in 
the 752-unlt Winston Knolls subdivision, 


and 304 zero-lot line homes which would 
be a mix of three and four-bedroom 
units. 


The conventional units would be built 


on minimum 8,500-squurc-foot lots and 
have been stimatcd by Centex to sell for 
about $30,000. The zero-lot line homes 
would be built on minimum 4,000-squarc- 
foot lots and would sell for an estimated 
$43.000 and $40,000. 


Projections by Centex call for an esti- 


mated 4,280 persons to bo added to tho 
village If tho project were to be fully oc- 
cupied as proposed.

of crime 
came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills

His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown Des Plaincs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


ins FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. Ho pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents In DCS Plaincs. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes In re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about Ms work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house."

Take it from an expert... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The oplnon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions ore intended to give 
the homeowner an insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

to go onstage. 


"She encouraged mo to study hard. 


She was one of tho most genuine and 
unassuming people I have ever 
met," Glammarrusco said. 


Buoyed by such encouragement, 


Glammarrusco 
has 
put

through rigorous training and voice 
lessons for eight years. Weekly voice 
lessons at (lie Chicago Conservatory 
College, stage and body training 
through Harper College courses, and 
hours of vocalizing are finally begin- 
ning to pay for themselves through 
frequent engagements in the Chicago 
area. 


GIAMMARRUSCO HAS performed 


with several area symphony orches- 
tras In operatic solos and has sung In 
a "multitude of 'Messiahs.' " Al- 
though ho held odd jobs to finance 
his early years of training, Glammar- 
rusco's heavy appearance schedule 
now leaves him little time for any- 
thing else. 


Ho finds his hectic schedule stimu- 


lating. "You meet a lot of Interesting 
people. There Is a tendency In this 
business to bo very superficial, to put 
on airs. But you also meet lots of 
really genuine people who care about 
you and what makes you happy," he 
said.

the five juveniles were taken to the Sher- 
iff's police headquarters In Nilcs. 


They later were released Into the cus- 


tody of their parents. Spiccr sold he docs 
not know If the youths will return to the 
center. 


"Center personnel have had to contin- 


ually call on the Cook County Sheriff's 
police for this kind of assistance. These 
distrubanccs have happened before," 
Spiccr said. 


"I think the whole situation has been 


blown out of proportion. The juveniles 
were just rowdy with the officer and 


were not rioting. The incident contained 
itself inside the building and did not car- 
ry on outside," Spicer said. 


Mosby said policemen received a radio 


report from tho county officer that 
youngsters "were rioting in the center 
and ganging up on the officer." 


Sheriff's officials refused comment on 


the incident, and officials of the Illinois 
Dept. of Children and Family Services 
could not be reached for comment. 


About 16 boys between 12 and 17 years 


of age reside at the center, and attend 
local schools. 


Ordinance change needed 
for seniors' bus service 


The city council will have to change 


local ordinances to allow Palatine Town- 
ship to operate a bus service for senior 
citizens within the city limits. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer suggested 


Tuesday night that tho ordinance change 
would be needed, an opinion which was 
endorsed by City Atty. Donald M. Rose. 


The ordinance amendment Meyer pro- 


posed was an addition of a clause ex- 
empting governmental agencies from the 
licensing requirement. Members of the 
council's committee on licensing, police, 
health and fire had agreed last week to 
recommend waiving the licensing fee for 
tho Palatine Township Council on the 
Aged service. 


Waiving the fee would not be sufficient 


to allow the service Meyer said. The 
buses still would bo governed by the 
city's requirement that all bus services 
for which a fee Is charged be available to 
all residents of the city, without regard 
to geography or age, he said.

More commercial development Is being 


planned near Tho Treasury store at New 
Wllko and Algonquin roads in Rolling 
Meadows although the owner of tho land 
will not disclose his specific plans.

Hearings on tho rczoning appli- 
cation arc to bo scheduled by the com- 
mission, but dates have not yet been se- 
lected. Tho commission's next scheduled 
meeting Is Feb. 5. 


When the property was annexed to the 


city in 1968, It Included 118 acres, and tho 
council agreed to grant apartment zoning 
for 1,300 units on 67 acres. Iscnsteln and 
fellow beneficiaries of a land trust 
agreed to seek commercial zoning for 30 
acres, and light Industrial zoning for 10 
acres, but have not until now done so for 
most of tho land.

of crime 
came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills 


by BARRY SIGALE 


His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown DCS Plaincs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was In the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


ins FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he Is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's In the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 


, proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 


of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaincs. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice In a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At IB he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes in re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house." 


A man who knoivs tells how to foil burglar 


Take It from an expert... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home: Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an Insight Into both 
the determination and fears of the. 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and tho lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

Palatine High 
gets ready to 
mark 100 years

Palatine High School will be 100 years 


old next year and already students, 
teachers and administrators arc gearing 
up for the school's centennial celebra- 
tion. 


Palatine was one of the first high 


schools In the suburban area. It began as 
a two-year program In one room of a 
two-story frame grade-school building on 
the silo where Wood School now stands 
at SO E. Wood St. 


Principal Charles S. Cutting Is credited 


with tho formation of the high school 
during tho 1873-76 school year. The first 
students graduated in 1S77. 


Tho school occupied the top floor of 


Wood School when that building opened 
in 1914. After two failures a referendum 
for a high school building was finally ap- 
proved by voters and Palatine High 
School, 150 E. Wood St., opened In 1923. 
Since then the building has had two addi- 
tions, In 1953 and 11)63, and now houses 
1,960 students. 


NEXT YEAR may bo tho last year the 


school occupies that building. The High 
School Di.it. 211 Board of Education must 
decide whether to move students to lUi 
•Ixth high school which will open in 
northern Palatine In 1977 or whether to 
mnkc extensive renovations on the old 
building and maintain the school there. 


Principal Leonard Ncwcndnrp said the 


decision seems to have little effect on the 
morale at Palatine High an preparations 
arc made for tho centennial celebrations. 
Staff members and students feel "n 
school is an organization not just a build- 
ing," ho said. Since the school already 
has been located in three buildings, "I 
don't sco how a decision involving the 
fate of tho building would have an Impact 
of any significance on tho celebration of 
tho centennial." 


School officials arc now looking for for- 


mer students who remember the good 
old days at Palatine High to help cele- 
brate tho school's 100th birthday. Flor- 
ence Salzcr, adviser of tho school news- 
paper and member of tho centennial 
committee, sold former students may 
write or call her at tho school, 350-6111. 
Tho committee also is looking for relics, 
souvenirs and mementos of high school 
days. 


The 23-mcmbcr centennial committee 


hopes to sot a calendar of events for tho 
celebration during its next meeting Feb. 
15. A special issue of the school year- 
book, being planned for next year, will 
contain a historical review of the school. 
A centennial emblem will be designed by 
a student at Palatine. 


Nowcndorp, who also is chairman of the 


centennial committee, sold one of tho 
goals of tho committee is to make the 
centennial n student-centered activity.

Palatine High School gears

Palatine High School will be 100 years 


old next >car and already students, 
teachers and administrators arc gearing 
up fcr the school's centennial celebra- 
tion. 


Palatine uas one of the first high 


schools In tlic suburban area. It began ns 
a two-year program in one room of a 
two-story frame grade-school building on 
the site where Wood School now stands 
at JO E. Wood SI. 


Principal Charles S. Cutting Is credited 


with the formation of tho high school 
during the 1075-76 school year. The first 
students graduated In 1077. 


The school occupied the top floor of 


U'oud School when that building opened 
In 1914. After two failures a referendum 
for a high school building was finally ap- 


proved by voters and Palatine High 
School, ISO E. Wood St., opened in 1028. 
Since then the building has had two addi- 
tions, In 11)53 and 1065, and now houses 
1,960 students. 


NEXT YEAR may be the last year the 


school occupies that building. The Higli 
Scliool Dist. 211 Board of Education must 
decide whether to move students to its 
sixth high school which will open In 
northern Palatine In 1977 or whether to 
make extensive renovations on the old 
building and maintain the school there. 


Principal Leonard Ncwcndorp said the 


decision seems to have little effect on the 
morale at Palatine High as preparations 
arc made for tlie centennial celebrations. 
Staff members and students feel "a 
school is on organization not just a build-

came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills

His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1072. 


Ills goal wasfjfle $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register ,>-aV Mandas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown DCS Plaincs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap lie was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from Ids parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's hi the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaincs. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, uas a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, be par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes in re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unllghted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about Iris work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house." 


A man ivho knoivs tells hoiv to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert ... gel a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
' the homeowner an insight Into both 


the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Dobcrman Pin- 
schcr. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
liousc and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of on actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

The administration proposal for busi- 


ness licenses has been strongly opposed 
by village businessmen and Chamber of 
Commerce officials who said the rates 
would drive away businessmen. They la- 
beled the plan excessive and unfair. 


Businessmen would only be required to 


obtain one license under Jones' proposal 
instead of tho multiple licenses some 
businesses would be required to obtain 


under the administrative proposal. 


"Inspections don't come free. Business- 


es won't close. There might be somo 
complaints though," Jones said. 


The proposed updating of the business 


fees Is the first in more than 20 years. At 
the present time an estimated two per 
cent of the businessmen are purchasing 
licenses and only $13,000 is generated an- 
nually. Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig 
has estimated that the services the vil- 
lage extends to the business community 
including police and fire protection, 
health inspections, traffic control and 
others cost $500,000 each year.

Residents of the Plum Grove Manor

"They are taking down too many

They say one thing and the next day 
all the trees may be gone. I want to get 
an assurance they aren't going to take 
down every tree behind our houses."

program. The creek runs through their 
backyards and while the trees are on 
public property, they do enhance the val- 
ue of their homes.

Both women said they had no objec- 


tions to the removal of trees actually in 
the creek or dead trees, but hoped other 
trees wouldn't be removed just to make 
a path for equipment. 


"I can sympathize with the village's 


problem of wanting to expedite matters 
and get the job done, but trees are ex- 
pensive too," Mrs. LeFevre said. "They 
aren't concerned with trees, they just 
want to get in and get the job done," she 
added.

Royal has also criticized the village's 
lack of concern about saving trees. The 
last creek work done in the subdivision 
ended in his backyard about 16 months 
ago. 


"The view from my back patio has 


been severely affected. Before I couldn't 
sec across the creek and now there is 
nothing but open space," Jagiclo said. 
Complaints by Jagiclo roused Village 
President Wendell E. Jones to go out to 
his house and take a look. Jagiclo said 
Jones promised new trees would be 
planted but to date nothing has been 
done. 


The three homeowners said they have 


never had a problem with flooding, but 
arc aware other sections of the village do 
flood. They don't want to create prob- 
lems for others, but they are concerned 
with saving as many trees as possible. 


Charles Kosturik, superintendent of 


public works, said 12 of the trees to be 
removed are on the east side of the creek 
and two are on the west side. He said 


several of the trees were large but some 
dead trees also were included in the 14. 


"WEATHER permitting w,e will begin 


to cut down the trees starting Jan. 22," 
Kosturik said. He said it would take 10 
working days to get all the trees down. 


"Any tree that is not within two or 


three feet of the water line will be sav- 
ed," Kosturik said. "We are just at- 
tempting to keep a uniform cross section 
of the creek throughout the village and 
remove any trees near the water line." 


After work on this section of the creek 


is completed public works crews will 
evaluate the creek from Imperial Court 
south to Glade Street, Kosurik said, who 
indicated the removal of several more 
trees may be necessary.

of crime 
came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the skills

His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Mandas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown DCS Plaincs. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone in the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own back yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaines. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice in a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawcd-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes in re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people," he said, "even though I 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house." 


A man who knows tells how to foil burglar 


Take it from an expert... get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all the valuables from 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of tho house burglar. 


The opinon is that of an ex-profes- 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an Insight into both 
the determination and fears of the 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much," he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and tho lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

27, and the elec- 
tion will be held on April I. There are 
five scats open on the village board, In- 
cluding village president, and three 
scats.'including president on the park 
Iwnrd. 


Mrs. Muller l< expected to run for one 


of the two board presidencies. 


Among those who have reportedly been 


Interested In her decision is John G. 
Woods, chairman of the park district's 
blue-ribbon financial plan committee, 
which recommended the March 1 refer- 
endum. 


Village seeks

funds donated to the village by devcl- 
oners. The funds, she sold, were limited • 
by ordinance to be used within the devel- 
opment to offset the Impact of the in- 
creased population on schools and parks. 


HANSON DENIED he manipulated any 


of the records, and said he acted solely at 
the direction of the village board in the 
application of the funds. 


Mrs. Muller was not reoppointed to the 


plan commission after she made the 
charges. She was replaced by Bruce Ev- 
crly, whose attendance' at commission 
hearings was less than regular. 


The seat on the-commission remained 


vacant for several months after Everly 
resigned from the park board. The post 
was filled only last week by out-going 
Park Pros. Charles Cronin.

of crime 
came 
easily 


He was a cool 


burglar... with 


all the stalls 


by BARRY SIGALE 


His career as a professional burglar should have come 


to an abrupt end at the tender age of 19 on that fateful 
Sunday night in November 1972. 


His goal was the $500 a friend told him would be in the 


cash register at Manclas Restaurant, a snackshop in 
downtown DCS Plaines. It was the only night the place 
closed early. A light shone hi the back of the building to 
guide his way. The back door was unlocked. Though it 
had the distinct smell of a trap he was too strung out on 
drugs to notice. 


Quickly, he glided to the money drawer, only to find 


just $51. Convinced the rest of the money was in the 
basement safe he went downstairs. That's when the two 
policemen jumped him. 


They said they had been waiting a long time to capture 


him, as had members of other Northwest suburban police 
departments, for engineering and taking part in several 
hundred home and office burglaries. 


"I deserved-it," he admitted. "The cops were waiting 


for me. No matter what I did that night I would have 
been arrested. I was set up. I should have had more sense 
than to play in my own bad; yard." 


HIS FRIENDS CALL him The Fugitive. He was always 


running from the police. He pushed drugs to support his 
addiction. He stole from his parents to keep on. Though 
he was a marked man, he remained elusive to the long 
arm of the law. Until that one cold night in November. 


Today, he is on a straight and narrow path, making a 


concerted effort at staying out of trouble. At 21, he is 
making a new life. He's in the Army now, on his way to 
Korea for active duty. 


The Fugitive's life of crime began as a lark, when he 


was 14. He and some friends looted and broke up the 
furniture at a local elementary school. The incident 
proved to him early on that he had the icy-cool instincts 
of a burglar. "That's when I lost my fear of doing stuff," 
he said. 


He lived with his parents in DCS Plaines. Dropping out 


of Maine West High School after one year, he sifted 
through a number of jobs, never holding onto any one of 
them for very long. Burglary, he said, was a natural al- 
ternative for him. 


"Burglary was easy for him. He managed to slip 


in and out of homes without ever coming face to face with 
its occupants. He always managed to keep a step ahead 
of danger. 


At 15 he was fingered by an accomplice In a burglary 


and sent to the Audi Home for two months. At 16 his 
activities so infuriated his probation officer he was sent to 
the St. Charles reformation for a year. At 18 he served 
his first of three three-month terms at Cook County Jail 
for possesion of a sawed-off shotgun. At 19 he was locked 
up for the Mandas job. And when he was 20 he went to 
the same jail for ripping off his parents. 


Undaunted, The Fugitive kept active. At his peak, and 


operating as part of a three-man burglary team, he par- 
ticipated in an average of two burglaries a week for two 
years, taking about $300 a week for himself after splitting 
up the proceeds. 


BURGLARY IS A SCIENCE. A burglar must take 


painstaking precautions before attempting to break into a 
house. The Fugitive's ring was choosy about what types 
of jobs to pull, selecting expensive-looking homes In re- 
mote areas of Cook and Lake Counties and Indiana, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


According to The Fugitive, the best way to enter a 


house was through a connecting garage door. Once inside, 
the three men would split up. Two of them, equipped with 
screwdrivers, power tools, crowbars, flashlights and other 
tools, looted the rooms while the third member watched 
through the window for any sign of people returning 
home. 


Working their way up from the basement, the men 


would look for jewelry, coins, cash or guns, which 
brought top dollar from fences. Working quickly, they 
never took more than an hour to collect the merchandise. 
Was it nerve-wracking, poking through an unlighted 
home? The Fugitive became nonchalant about his work. 


Though The Fugitive never was caught in the act he 


declined he ever would have harmed anyone if a con- 
frontation would have taken place. 


"I didn't want to hurt people." he said, "even though 1 


sometimes carried a gun. But I wouldn't have blamed 
them if they would have shot at me. I would do the same 
thing if I owned the house."

Take it from an expert . . . get a 


ferocious dog, set up an elaborate 
alarm system with flashing lights 
and remove all-the valuables from, 
your home. Otherwise, you may be a 
ready victim of the'house burglar. 


The opinon Is that of ah cx-profes-' 


sional burglar, who for seven years 
looted several hundred homes.in the 
Northwest suburbs and elsewhere. 
His suggestions are intended to give 
the homeowner an insight' into both 
the'determination and fears of the . 
burglar. 


• Get a good dog, preferably a 


German Shepherd or Doberman Pin- 
scher. "A dog barking doesn't do 
much." he said. "When I went into a 
house and the dog was barking or 
bothering me I went to the refrig- 
erator, got out some meat and threw 
it to him. That way he left me 
alone." 


• Burglar alarms. "Usually, bur- 


glar alarms don't scare me. But one 
place I went into the alarm went on 
and the lights went shooting on." 


When putting light on the subject, it 
strikes fear into the housebreaker. 


People are careless, the ex-burglar 


said, and they should have more 
concern for their property. 


"Putting $3,500 in a bread bag and 


putting it in a closet isn't safe," he 
said of an actual experience of his. 


Other tips include asking a neigh- 


bor to turn your lights on and off if 
you are gone for any length of time 
and leaving an automobile in front of 
the house to give the appearance of 
people being inside.

.llm Cook 
Art Muiallan 
Mike Klein 


opera star on the rise 


Forest View to the Met

Vittorio Glammarrusco, an aspir- 


ing tenor from Arlington Heights, is 
on his way up in the world of oper- 
atic music. 


The 26-yeor-old singer is one of the 


24 national finalists in the "Auditions 
of the Air" contest. He will enter the 
national Metropolitan Opera audi- 
tions this month and is planning an 
autumn trip to Europe and Germany 
opera houses. 


It all started a decade ago, when 


Giammamisco, 1317 S. Yale Ave., 
was inspired by two operatic stars — 
Robert Merrill and Joan Sutherland 
— while they were in the area. 


"I read Merril's book, 'Once 


More from the Beginning' in 1965, 
and he was at Kroch's and Bren- 
tano's to sign copies. Amazingly, no 
one else was there. He was sitting all 
by himself at this desk on the second 
floor," he said. "I must have talked 
to him for a g~ood half hour." 


MERRILL TOLD the Forest View 


High School student that if he wanted 
an operatic career he must be com- 
pletedly devoted to the time and 
training required. 
"Once you've 


made it to the top, however," Merrill 
said, "it's a great thing, completely 
indescribable." 


Glammarrusco met Joan Sutherland 


backstage at the Ravlnia Festival in 
Highland Park, tapping on her dress- 
ing-room window just before she was 
to go onstage. 


"She encouraged me to study hard. 


She was one of the most genuine and 
unassuming people I have ever 
met," Giammarrusco said. 


Buoyed by such encouragement, 


Giammarrusco 
has 
put himself 


through rigorous training and voice 
lessons for eight years. Weekly voice 
lessons at the Chicago Conservatory

College, stage and body training 
through Harper College courses, and 
hours of vocalizing are finally begin- 
ning to pay for themselves through 
frequent engagements in the Chicago 
area. 


GIAMMARRUSCO HAS performed 


with several area symphony orches- 
tras in operatic solos and has sung in 
a "multitude of 'Messiahs.' " Al- 
though he held odd jobs to finance 
his early years of training, Giammar- 
rusco's heavy appearance schedule 
now leaves him little time for any- 
thing else. 


He finds his hectic schedule stimu- 


lating. "You meet a lot of interesting 
people. There is a tendency in this 
business to be very superficial, to put 
on airs. But you also meet lots of 
really genuine people who care about 
you and what makes you happy," he 
said. 


His family is enthusiastic about his 


career, perhaps in part because they 
all have musical inclinations them- 
selves. Vittorio's father, Jack, a jew- 
clcr at Lorsey's in the Randhurst 
Shopping Center, was a tenor with 
popular dance groups when he was 
young. His twin sisters, Diane and 
Deborah, 15, want to take voice les- 
sons and become singers. Brother, 
John, 21, is in a rock group that 
plays at small clubs and hotels in the 
area. 


"My mother, Rose, used to hate 


opera and classical music. Now, she 
knows some of it better than I do," 
Giammarrusco said. 


"OPERATIC TENORS are rare," ; 


he said. Although his voice range will 
be in demand, he must first establish 
a reputation before good roles in 
American opera houses will come his 
way, he said. 


"In America, there are few places 


to get experience," Giammarrusco 
said. Although some of the large op- 
era houses in New York, Chicago, San . 
Francisco and Dallas have opera 
schools, the opportunities for young 
talent are much more abundant in 
European cities where opera still 
thrives, he said. 


"In the last few years, Americans 


h a v e been better trained and 
equipped to sing in opera," Giam- 
marrusco said. With that knowledge, 
he hopes to be singing "well into my 
60s."
